Mr. Dewson in his interesting history of 
Hancock street states that the Tirrell house 
was moved across the street from Col.

Cotton Dress Goods. 


In spring prepare for summer, is the 
suggestion of the large shops as they cover 
their counters with cotton dress goods 
of all kinds {at this season. The newest 
things are mostly variations of last year—a 
very safe plan for both merchant and 
buyer. Grass linens will prevail, as they 
did last summer. The most expensive of 
these cool fabrics (costing $1.50 a yard) 
have stripes of metal woven in them, edged 
with colored lines of bright threads. 
Whether this is wise or not remains to be 
seen, as most such gilt tarnishes, and is 
certainly not cool-looking; but then it is 
Persian, and they find favor. Others have 
very delicate stripes of silk, pale faience 
blue Or green with faded rose, and are open 
to the same objection—can only be used 
for rather extravagant gowns made over 
silk, and always require a professional 
scourer torenew their freshness, Simple 
grass cloths have twilled stripes and dots of 
white or colored linen, exceedingly pretty 
and durable, and others more elaborate 
come in box dresses, with the skirt and 
Waist trimming most decoratively arranged, 
with bits of lace in some quaint motif, or 
in conventionalized flowers, butterflies, or 
winged dragons, with bands of insertion 
down the skirt or around it, as one pleases, 
(hese are not confined to ecru shades, bat 
are in linen batistes of biue shades, 
porcelain green, and rose tints, 

Colored piques and ducks will be worn 
by those who prefer thick cotton fabrics for 
the sea-shore or mountains. Some of the 
prettiest of these have small embroidered 
blossoms as if brocaded among the thick 
reps. Others have narrow stripes of color 
in very effective contrasts; thus @ gray 
repped pique has hair-lines of pink and yel- 
low, or a tan ground has pzacock-blue and 
rose stripes. Other piques, and ducks as 
well, have blue grounds with smail stars of 
white or dots of red on their surface. 
More delicate grounds of mignonette green, 
or of tan orecru have white figues, lines, 
| stars, and spots. But the coolest-looking

Household Economies, 


It is desired to call the special attention 
of Quincy women to two lectures to be 
given by Miss Maria Daniell of the New 
England kitchen, Boston, one on Monday, 
April 13, in the chapel of the Orthodox 
church, “ Marketing, or How to buy our 
Food,” the other, Monday, April 27, in the 
Unitarian chapel, on ‘‘ What Food shall we 
eat—with special suggestions as to Chil- 
dren's Food,” the hour for both being four 
o'clock. 

These lectures are well worth attention 
not merely because they are upon practical 
subjects andto be given by a competent 
and experienced lecturer, but also because 
they are given at the request of ladies in 
the Episcopal, Orthodox, Universalist and 
Unitarian churches, and represent the be- 
ginning of a systematic attempt to arouse 
interest in the serious study and considera- 
tion among Quincy women of what is 
commonly denominated ‘‘ Woman's work,” 
all branches of cooking, marketing, Jaundry 
work, cleaning and care of house, ventila- 
tion and drainage, sewing and mending, 
household decoration and furnishing, etc. 

It seems hardly necessary to suggest 
that “‘woman's work” has fallen some- 
what into disrepute among women in these 

so called progressive times. The generality 
of women pay attention to household work 
because compelled by circumstances 
Young girls regard it as dull and un- 
interesting and generally manage to avoid 
taking any part in it until perhaps mar- 
riage makes it a sad necessity, and women 
earning a living choose any other work, 
however hard, in preference to domestic 
service, ill health, unhappiness and un- 
necesssry expenditure being the result 
meanwhile in many an ill-kept household, 
sick and poor. 

Never the less, in spite of these depress- 
ing conditions among women in general, 
there is a growing belief among women 
students and thinkers that ‘‘ woman's 
work” is of vital importance, and should 
receive attention as such—that it should be 
studied as a science in college, that practi- 
cal lessons in household management 
should form an indespensable part of the 
education of every young girl, rich or poor, 
and that household work should be taken 
up by intelligent women desiring to earn a 
livelihood as a profession, as honorable as 
it is desirable, offering as it does an ever 
enlarging field to the the ever iucreasing 
army of women workers, 

Already courses in Household Economies 
are given in some of our largest women’s 
colleges. Magazines, books and lecturers 
treat of the subject in all its branches, and 
within two or three years a ‘“* National 
Househbuld Economic Association’ has 
been established with branch associations 
in many states, of which Massachusetts is 
one. 

From these State associations town and 
city branches are springing up in their 
turn, 

That Quincy will eventually have ao 
Economic Association is probable ; mean- 
while these lectures bave been arranged at 
prices, (:hirty cents for two, twenty cents 
for single lectures), that it is hoped will 
bring them within the means of all women 
desiring to attend. 

Will not Quincy women seriously con- 
sider the importance of this enterprise, and 
give it all possible encouragement ?

We cannot devise 
a perfect system of payments but we claim | 
that our method is the best of any yet} 
suggested. The city and all her citizens 
are benefitted by a sewerage system and to 
a certain proportion should fall in the 
general taxes and this the law provides a 
still greater benefit is conferred on the own- 
er of land abutting the sewer. The value 
of his land will rise and so heshould pay 
something for this greater individual bene- 
fit, while the greatest benefil of all is con- 
ferred on him who not only has the value 
of his land raised but also makes use of 
the sewer and he should therefore pay 
most of all. There are the three classes 
of people in their relation to the sewer, 
these three classes of benefits, and in ac- 
cordance with the benefits conferred the 
payments should be. 

The second speaker on the affirmative, 
said A. B. Holden, has acknowledged that 
tbe damage to Houghs Neck would only be 
one of sentiment.

The Dead Councilman. 


It was sal news to the citiz+ns of Quincy 
to hear of the death of Councilman Rinp, 
which occurred at the City Hospital on 
Sunday evening. 

Councilman Rino had been in poor 
health for the past two months, owing to 
a general breaking down, and has been 
confiued to bis home for the most of the 
lime. Although uvable to attend the 
meetings of the City Council he took a 
deep interest in its affairs particularly so 
in regard to the order for Lwo new school- 
houses which has been before that body 
for two years» So great was his interest, 
and realizing that his vote was necessary 
to pass the order, that against the wishes 
of his family and bis near friends, he left 
his sick bed last Monday night and went 
to the City Council in a carriage and his 
vote passed the order appropriating 
$75,000. 

Those present at that council meeting 
could not help noticing how feeble Council- 
man Rinn was, avd regretted that be 
should bave taken sucha risk as he did. 
Tuesday he sustained a slight shock to 
bis left side which was known to the Pat- 
RIOT that day,,and upon the advice of 
friends he was removed to the City Hos- 
pital. He continued to fail rapidly until 
Sunday evening, when he passed away. 

Councilman Rino was serving bis fourth 
year as a member of the council, being first 
elected to the council of 1891, ard subse- 
quently to the councils of 1893, 18985 and 
1806. serving ou Commiittee on Streets, 
Fire Department and Police. 

He was in bis 48.b year and leaves a 
widow, four sons and two daughters, 

The late Councilman was laid at rest op 
Wednesday. I: was a large representative 
gathering of relatives, neighbors and 
friends, social and business acquaintances, 
and associates in the city goveroment of 
Quincy which assembled at the pretty and 
artistic home on Charles street, which the 
deceased so richly embellished. Mayor 
Adams was there, also President Bryant of 
the City Counci!, and most of the members 
of tbe Councils of 1895 and 1896, several 
department officials. Rev. J. H. Yeoman 
his former pastor and others, 

The floral offerings were not numerous 
but were in elegant large pieces—a huge 
cross of choice flowers from the City 
Council, a beautiful wreath on pedestal 
from the Pilgrim Fathers, and a large 
wreath from the family.

Postmaster Burns,

His 
retirement is regretted by the business 
community.

Temperauce. 


CHOCOLATE GLACE CAKE. Beat toa 
cream a generous balf cupful of butter, 
and gradually beat into this one cupful of 
sugar. Add one ounce of chocolate, | 
melted ; also two unbeaten eggs. Beat 
vigorously for five minutes ; then stir in 
balf a cupfal of milk, and lastly one cupful 
and a half of flour, with which has been 
mixed one generous teaspoonful of baking 
powder. Fiavor with one teaspoonful of 
vanilla. Pour into a buttered, shallow 
cake pan and bake for ba'f an hour ina 
moderate oven. When cool spread with 
glace frosting. 


CanpBAGE Satap. Do you ever eat 
cabbage salad? If not you should make 
some and try it with your dinner some day 
soon. Raw cabbage fixed upas a salad 
is a most wholesome food much more pala- 
table, and easier of digestion than when 
cooked, no matter bow carefully it may be 
cooked. It is conceded by epicures that a 
salad of some green stuff like lettuce or 
celery should be eaten at every dinner 
to counter act the great amount of starch 
in other vegetables such as potatoes. For 
those who do not know howto make a 
cabbage salad the following rule will assist 
them. A nice sweet white cabbage is best 
although many prefer the red cabbage. 
Take a quarter or half if cabbage is small, 
separate leaves, and wash. Use only in- 
side white leaves and cut out coarse veins 
and chop fine. Put in salad dish and dress 
with olive oil, vinegar, salt and cyenne 
pepper totaste, using the oil and vinegar 
in proportion of one of oil to two of vine- 
gar. 


Cookies. Beatone cup of butter and 
two cups of sugar to a cream, add two 
eggs beaten light, without separating, and 
one cup of thin sour cream, to which has 
been added one half of a teaspoonful of 
soda dissolved in a little warm water. 
Mix with three and one-half cups of flour, 
or what is needed to make them barely 
stiff enough to be handled. Cut about 
one-fourth of an inch thick and bake. 

Minute Puppine. One quart of milk, 
one pint of flour, two eggs and one tea- 
spocnful of salt. Boil the milk in a double 
boiler, beat the eggs and add the flour 
slowly with enough milk to make it 
smooth. Stir into the boiling milk and 
cook it halfan bour. Serve with a liquid 
sauce, This pudding is often made with 
out the eggs. 


New Baptist Church, Quincy, 


This “City of Presidents”’ is fast becom- 
ing a city of churches, the latest addition 
being the Swedish Baptist church, which is 
nearly cowpleted and will be dedicated to 
the worship of God the latter part of April. 

The new church is located on Granite 
street near its junction with Water and 
Copeland streets. The edifice which is to 
cost $5000 is of wood, 60x70 fect, and faces 
east and west with the main entrance on 
Granite street. This is reached by a short 
flight of easy steps and opens directly into 
a small vestibule from which large doors 
lead into the main auditorium and Sunday 
School and prayer meeting rooms, both of 
which are connected by large folding doors 
so that when necessary they can be thrown 
into one large room, the combined seating 
capavily being about 300. 

At the rear, or west end of the main 
auditorium, is the platform, back of which 
is the baptistery, with two entrances to it 
from the rooms back of the pulpit. On 
the wall back of the baptistery is an oil 


painting, representing a running river, 
whose waters apparently flow into the 


font, while on the bank of the river in the 
distance is a church and schoolhouse. The 
painting is from the brush of Oscar Rosen, 

In the rear of the platform are two 
rooms connected by folding doors, which 
will be used by the ladies as a sewing 
room and for young people’s meetings, 
In the rear of the Sunday School room is 
the library, from which a stairway leads 
to the basement, which is also reached 
from the outside by a door leading from 
the north side of the building. 

In the basement are two small finished 
rooms 15x21 and 15x15, to be used as a 
kitchen, ete., from which an elevator runs 
to the ladies’ sewing room above. The re- 
mainder of the basement will some day be 
finished asa vestry. The interior of the 
edifice is finished in cypress, and will be 
lighted by day by large cathedral windows, 
and at night by electricity. 

The building committee is Jules John- 
son, Gustaf Frolund, Ole Nelson, Albert 
Nelson, Oscar Nelson and Andrew Lundin. 

That the Swede people love their church 
is shown by the fact that the carpenter 
work was done entirely by members of the 
church who zave their labor free, while the 
cathedral windows were the gift of August 
Weeden. 

As stated above the edifice will cost 
$5,000, and of this amount it was only 
necessary to raise $2,000 by mortgage, 
which the society, with the aid of its pastor 
Rey. P. A. Englund, soon hope to lift.

Society, April 10, Edwin W. Marsh, Esq, 
delivered the following interesting memoir 
of our late townsman, George L. Gill. It 
is given in full : 

The town of Hingham, in our adjoining 
County of Plymouth, appears to have taken 
its name from a Parish of that name in the 


was the early home of some of its first 
settlers, 

From that parish came Rev. Peter 
Hobart, who, after a brief stay in Charles- 
town, where he had relatives, came with

Board of Trade. 


There was an attendance of about 50 at 
the regular monthly meeting of the 
Quincy Board of Trade held at Durgin & 
Merrili’s block, Tuesday evening. Presi- 
dent Adams presided. 

There was but little new business to 
come before the board at this meeting. 
| President Adams called attention to tbe 
| advantages secured by becoming members 
of the State Board uf Trade, which was 
a consolidation of all of the boards of 
trades of the Sta'e, which worked for the 
State’s interest. The cost of joining was 
$25 and each board was entitied to three 
| delegates. 

Upon motion of George H. Brown it 
was vole’ that the Quincy Board of Trade 
make applications for membership in the 
State Board of Trade. 

There was an informal talk on the 
method to adopt and obtain members and 
upon motion of Stephen O. Moxon it was 
voted that the president be empowered to 
employ a canvasser to cbtain subscriptions 
for membership. 

John O. Ha'l, the clerk, slated that 
there were something like one hundred 
signatures now of which but 29 had paid. 
During the evening, however, several who 
were present, sigued the by laws and paid 
their $5. 

John A. Duggan of the committee on 
railroad fares made a report for his com- 
mittee by diagrams. 

This diagram showed the relative rates 
of fares paid on the diff -rent railroads run- 
uing out of Boston up toa distance of 8 
miles cut which showed that stations 


discriminated against. 

The committee also said that their in- 
vestigalion disclosed the fact that in places 
where the fare was the cheapest the ser- 
vice was the best and the development 
most rapid. 

John R. Grabam thought some method 
should be taken to bring ee matter before 
the officials of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. 

George H. Brown ash and it was 
voted, that a committee of five be ap- 
pointed, to include the president, with the 
committee on transportation, to see the 
railroad officials to see what could be done. 

Ic was also voted that this committee 
bave the diagrams published in the local 
papers whenever they saw fis. 

President Adams stated that negotiations 
were still going on with the above company 


but had not come to a head as yet, as there 
was some difficulty in getting railroad 


sidings. 

President Adams was authoriz-:d to 
secure the services of some gentleman to 
address the members at the next meeting. 

In the matter of the Desk Manufactory 
that desired a location, Johu R. Grabam 
said, he had looked into the matter and 
was satisfied it was useless to try and 
encourage that business in Quincy. He 
did not think there was any one who 
would put money into it as they could not 
understand how they could do business 
the way they intended to operate. It was 
voted that the matter be dispensed with.

The house has given a 
large majority for a bill, and the prospect 
is that it will pass to be enacted, by which 
all legislative counsel and agents, within 
ten days of the time they filea statement 
of their engagement, must also file a writ- 
ten statement from their emple~ers that 
they are so engaged. This st: gthening 
of the law grows out of the fact that lobby- 
ists and counsel have said that they were 
engaged by certain principles, but after- 
ward those alleged principals have declared 
| that there was no such engagement. 

It was said in the debate in the house on 
the bill to prevent the carrying of concealed 
dangerous weapons, tbat, in spite of the 
popular impression to the contrary, there 
was no law against the carrying of such 
weapons in Massachusetts, unless they 
were found on the person of one who had 
been convicted for felony. There have been 
sO many murders and stabbings in Boston 
that the police and the judges of the muni- 
cipal courts asked for the law in order to 
prevenWthe carrying of stilettos by Ltaliaus 
and the use of pistols by reckless men of 
all sorts, particularly by the excitable 
foreigners who come here in such numbers. 

The ‘egislature is, on the whole, proving 
to be a first class working body. The 
senate has voted to meet at 1 o'clock every 
afternoon and to sit as late as the house 
does, which does not meet till two (though 
the house has forenoon sessions, while tke 
senate does no!) on every working day of 
the week, The house attends well to busi- 
ness and does not waste any more time 
tban is usual, and perhaps not as much. 

The great business question before the 
legislature just now is the southern union 
station for Boston. The hearings are 
ended and the side of the Consolidated 
road has had the benefi: of the elaborate 
preparation of its regular counsel and of 
the skill of Mayor Quincy, while the oppo- 
sition bas had less time in which to pre- 
pare itself and has had only such counsel 
as is could secure on comparatively short 
notice. The committee on railroads has 
appointed a sub-committee to consider the 
question and to report to the full committee. 
This sub-committee is given much latitude, 
for it is not instructed to report either for 
or against the petitioners, but to consider 
the subject in all its bearings and to pre- 
sent its findings to the fall committee. 
The members of the committee are Sena- 
tors Wellman and Darling and Representa- 
tives Stanley, Bailey, Holden and Weston. 
No limitation of time is put upon them, 
for it is believed that there should be no 
undue pressure in deciding such an im- 
portant question as this. One cannot talk 
with the members of the committe? with- 
out getting the impression that they are 
disposed to favor the plan to put the new 
anion station on the sight of the New 
York and New England station. The ob- 
jections to the Kneeland street site seem 
great to them and the trend of their feel- 
ing is evidently towa-d the Cesires of the 
mayor and of the railroad, while they are 
no! committed to anything. 

Following this question in importance is 
the great gas issue and the granting of a 
monopoly for 5U years to Henry M. Whit- 
ney. But the committee on manufactures 
will surely not grantany such length of 
time as 50 years, and doubtless Whitney 
did not expect it, but put in bis petition 
for 50, hoping to get something less than 
half of it,—which it is possible he may se- 
cure, 

Another proposed monopoly has been 
condemned by the house and the condem- 
nation will doubtless stand. It is of the 
use of the Boston subway for 50 years by a 
single corporation. The committee on 
metropolitan affairs has been against the 
bills designed to repeal this monopoly, but 
the house has given a maj rity 
against the committee. 

One of the kottest contests in the house 
for the year occurred Wednesday over the 
bill to repeal the practice of requiring the 
board of registration in pharmacy to issue 
druggists’ liquor licenses and putting the 
issue of such licenses in the hands of the 
local authorities, after having procured from 
the state board a certificate that they were 
competent pharmacists. It seemed to be 
a contest between the temperance element 
and those who favor more freedom in the 
sale of liquor, though the latter party

included some who have been upon the 
restrictive side of all other liquor 
questions, They were caught by the 


argument that the issue of such licenses 
might be left to the local authorities. Oue 
of the opponents of the bill charged that 
the hand of the liquor seller was to be seen 
all over it. There was admitted to have 
been some severe action on the part of the 
state board, but the opponents of the bill 
beld that this was a less evil than the loose 
sale of liquor by draggists under the guise 
of doing a drug business, Testimony was 
produced from one druggist that he bought 
bis whiskey, gin and alcohol by the barrel, 
The opposition to the bill gained strength 
on the second debate and there is one more 
debatable stage before the bill goes to the 
senate.

ment, but at the proper time and place, 
he did not hesitate to freely express bis 
convictions, and they were very decided. 
Early in life he became interested in the 
movement for the supression of intemper- 
ance, and from the beginning to the end 
there was never a question about his po- 
sition. He was never offensive, but his 
means, his vote, his example, were always 
counted upon the right side. So in his po- 
litical life. Sympathizing with the move- 
ment against Africans very, he early be- 
came connected with the party which made 
thata paramount issue, and to that party 
he was loyal to the last. 

Appointed Postmaster under the adminis- 
tration of President Lincoln as a Republi- 
can, he was removed as a Republican when 
a new test of loyalty was required by 
Andrew Johnson, and no one thought of 
raising the question, as to which master he 
would serve. Yet he did not set his party 
above principle. Almost his last political 
act, was to write a letter for publication, 
advocating the election of a faithful County 
officer against the regular nomination of 
the party with which he acted. These 
certainly were not the acts of a time server, 
nor of one with no decided opinions. 

But that which won for Mr. Gill the con- 
fidence and affection of the toiling masses 
was the kind and obliging mannerin which 
he was ever willing to listen to the story of 
their wropgs, and to assist them in all 
their difficulties. They came to him for 
advice in all the troubles of life, he drew 
their wills at its close and after their death 
he saw that their estates were properly 
settled and their families provided for. 
The simple but sincere expressions of grief, 
the sense of loss and bereavement shown 
by the men and by the women of this class 
when learning of his death, was a touching 
tribute to his worth, and to the noble gen- 
erosity of his character. 

Generous almost to a fault, it would 
seem to one not familiar with his nature, 
that he was continually being imposed 
upon. But such was not the fact. Though 
quick and true in his estimate of character 
he often allowed the shiftless and de- 
siguing to count him as a victim, rather 
than steel his kind beart against their tale 
of woe, and he freely donated a nioderate 
sum as 4 loan, when he knew full well that 
it would never return to him. Those 
whose thankless task it has been to solicit 
}contributions for public, charitable or 
religious purposes, have foand in Mr. Gill 
a willing donor, Whatever the purpose, 
society, or creed, it was but to ask and it 
was given, the only question being as tu the 
amount required, Even periodica) itiner- 
ant traders learned to lay out their wares 
| and name the price without even waiting 
tu ask whether he wished t» purchase, He 
thought that they were trying to earn an 
honest living and shou'd be encouraged, 

Soon after Mr. Gill’s marriage he built 
aresidence upon Maple place, and there 
with bis estimable wife, for nearly fifty 
years, he has partaken of the joys, and 
patiently borne the sorrows of life. Three 
chi'dcen were born to them, two dying in 
infancy, while the third, Walter George, 
who was born December 25, 1852, died on 
February 28, 1800. Mr. Gill, though not 
particularly arobust man, Was singularly 
constant to his official duties, and was 
rarely absent from his desk for a whole 
business day. He loved a horse aud much 
enjoyed riding, and during the pleasant 
season his face has been familiar to the 
residents of our city and its neighborhood 
as he rode about the country after his work 
was done. This was his only recreation, 
but he never rode alone, in this as in all 
else he was ever thoughtful of others, and 
many of his friends and neigtbors, the old 
and feeble as well as the youug, will sadly 
miss their accustomed summer airing. 
On November 20:h Mr, Gill was taken 
suddenly ill while attending to his duties 
at the bank, and for nearly four weeks was 
confioed to his house, by, what his friends 
thought and hoped to be, only a temporary 
illness. But suddenly and unexpectedly 
the end came, and on the morning of the 
sixteenth of December, 18095, he passed 
peacefully from earth. 

While there remain those whose burden 
he has helped to carry and whose cross he 
bas made easier to bear, whose life he has 
made bappier and better, the many kindly 
acts, the counsel and encouragement 
proffered in the hour of trial, the kind 
words dropped, apparently unheeded, by 
the wayside, will be held in kind and grate- 
ful remembrance.

Contract Awarded, 


The contract to build the two new brick 
schoo)buildings at Quincy, for which 
$75,0)0 was appropriated by the City 
Council, has been awarded to George 
Howard of Brockton, the lowest bidder. 
His bid was $50,856 exclusive of heating 
and ventilating. 

Commissioner Knowlton says he has 
looked up Mr. Howard’s reputation and 
finds him to be thoroughly reliable, 
and the city is assured of having two good 
buildings. 

The contract for heating apparatus at 
the West Quincy building was given to 
Lynch & Woodward, and that at Norfolk 
Downs to Walworth Construction and 
Supply Co., while the contract for the 
sanitary arrangements has been awarded 
to Faller & Warren. The figures for the 
heating and ventilating of both buildings 


is $7,000. 


Sidewalks by Assessment, 


Commissioner Eaton in his annual re- 
port for 1895 had the following to say about 
sidewalks. Will the City Council act on 
his suggestion ? 

“The sidewalks in our city are very 
poor, and no satisfactory results can be 
obtained until some action is taken to 
establish permanent sidewalks with edge- 
stones, whereby the abutters are obliged 
to pay one-half the cost, If these side- 
walks could be constructed on certain 
streets each year, in a comparatively short 
time we would have some improvements 
that would be lasting and also beneficial 
to the public. As it is now, it is impossible 
to maintain a good sidewalk without edge- 
stones, and they are few and far between. 
One thousand dollars was appropriated for 
this work, and a few have taken the ad- 
vantage of securing for themselves a per- 
manent sidewalk.”

The City Debdt. 


Candidly consider the municipal debt of 
Quincy is not large and the mortgage does 
not run for a long period. The annual 
report of City Auditor Hal! on Jan. 1, 
showed the total, outside of water and 
playgrounds, to be but $2/4,895.61, a trifle 
over one and one-half per cent. of the 
valuation. Were no new debts contracted 
all this amount would be paid within six 
years, as the following suummary shows : 


Matures in 1896, $49,980 
Matures in 1897, 51,600 
Matures in 1898, 49,280 
Matures in 1899, 53,980 
Matures in 1900, 45,300 
Matures in 1901, 14,755 


The debt would not be so much of a 
burden, however, if it covered a few more 
years, as it now requires over $3 of the tax 
rate each year.

Well, might have been said of the 
twentieth day of April as well as of a day 
in June. Itis rare that so perfecta day 
fora holiday, for recreation and outdoor 
sports, is had in the early spring.

Quincy Among Largest. 


There are in Massachusetis according to 
the census of 1895, 36 towns having a 
population under 500; 59 ranging from 500 
to 1000; 47 from 1000 to 1500; 39 from 1500 
to 2000; 23 from 2000 to 2500; 18 from 
2500 to 3000; 46 from 3000 to 5000; and 46 
from 5000 to 10,000. These towns taken 
together constitute 88.96 per cent. of the 
total number of the cities and towns, while 
they contain 31.21 per cent. of the entire 
population of the state. 

Eleven cities and towns have from 10,- 
000 to 20,000, and Quincy is among the 28 
with over 20,000 populativn. 

The total number of cities and towns 
Jan. 1, 1896, was 353, of which 32 were 
cities and 321 were towns. In 1885 there 
were 23 cities and 325 towns, making a 
total of 348 cities and towns. 


Two Senators and to Spare. 


Norfolk county will have two senators 
and 3,525 legal voters to spare by the new 
apportionment, for the redistricting com- 
mittee has decided that the basis of sena- 
torial representation shall be 14,020 legal 
voters. Norfolk county by the census of 
1895 had 31,565 voters. 

According to the present district lines 
the number of voters would be:- First 
Norfolk, 15,502; Second Norfolk, 15,398.

Norfotk County Investigation. 


The following order iatroduced by 
Senator Darling of Hyde Park in this/ 
county passed the Senate Thursday: 

“Ordered, that a committee of three 
members of the senate, with such as the 
house of representatives may join, be 
appointed to investigate the acts of the 
several boards of county commissioners of 
Norfolk County since the year 1890, to 
ascertain if there has been ary illegal pay- 
ment or expenditure of the county’s 
moneys or funds in the construction, en- 
largement, repairs and furnishings of the 
court house at Dedham, and to ascertain 
if there has been any illegal or improper 
transfers of appropriations made by said 
commissioners during said time. 

“Said committee may sit during the 
sessions of the senate and house of rep- 
resentatives, shall have authority to send 
for persons and papers and to employ a 
stenographer and accountant, shall be pro- 
vided with a room in the state house by 
the sergeant at arms and shall report tothe 
present general court not later than the 
27th of May, 1896.”" 

There was no debate on the passage 
aside from the exp'anation of Senator 
Darling, who said: *'I bave acted and am 
now acting with the hearty approvai of my 
colleague, the senator from the second 
Norfolk district. Neither my colleague nor 
I be lieve that such investigation wil bring 


to light anything which would savor of | 


disbonésty on the part of th> commissiouers. 
They are all able men who have been 
chosen to their positions by large and de- 
cisive mj rities, and whom the people as 
a rcl+ hold in bigh esteem. I believe that 
for these reasons and for their sake the 
investigation should be ordered. I feel 
that a greater guestion is involved in your 
action than that immediately at issue, the 
question of the respous'bility of the state 
Lo the taxpayers of a county, whose money 
the state authorzs the county commis- 
sioners to expend in such amounts as the 
state chooses, without any redress to the 
couoty in cas? of maladministra ion save 
by appeal to the legislature.”

It 
separates it from politics and places the 
local option question entirely on its merits; 
and every voter when he deposits his vote 
does so entirely from principle. If he 
wants liquor sold in his city or town, he 
can vote yes. If he does not he can vote 
no; without any incentive in the shape of 
a pecuniary consideration, as an excuse for 
him to vote contrary to his convictions of 
right. 

Is the money obtained from licenses of 
any benefit? Will the moneys obtained 
from such a source decrease the tax rate 
or lessen the burdens of the people in any 
way whatever? Sir, 1 think not, but 
rather increases them; for to quote an old 
aud familiar saying, what comes over the 
devil's back goes under his belly. 

I will take the City of Quiucy, which I 
have the honor to represent in part, and 
which has for fifteen years voted no 
license. Is our tax rate avy more than 
other cities of its siz? We have as many 
improvements, good schools, better govern- 
ment, more order and quiet, than in those 
cities where license is granted; and the 
most use we have for a police is in taking 
care of the drunks and disorderly persons 
that come from Boston. 

I believe that if this bill is enacted, its 
tendency will be to bring a great many 
more of our cities and towns into the no 
license line, and we stall have purer 
politics and better government. The 
poverty and crime which accrue from this 
evil of intemperance will b+ greatly 
alleviated. Sir, I hope the bill will pass.

May-Day in Ancient Times, 

Early on May-day morning it was the 
custom in Lincoln-shire, up to the middle 
of the present century, for the swains to 
place branches of various trees at the doors 
of the marriageable young women of the 
village. The twigs all meant something, 
and were supposed to be emblematical of 
the character of the recipients, or of the 
feelings of the donors, sometimes compli- 
mentary, sometimes the reverse. Wicken, 
the local name for the mountain-ash, meant 
“sweet chicken,’ for instance, oak, a 
*joke;"’ and plain ash signified ‘trash.’ 


In Huntingdonshire, about the same 
period, a doll ornamented with bits of gay- 
colored ribbons and silks, candlesticks, 
spoons, snuffers, and the like, was sus- 
pended from a rope stretched across the 
street oa the Ist of May. She was supposed 
to represent Flora, She had attendants 
and garlands, and the attendants carried 
the garlands to the Queen of the May 
herself. The Queen was chosen in the 
morning by her peers at the yillage school, 
and by the same cabal she was dethroned 
at night, It is explained by Cuthbert Bede 
that ‘*a parasol was her sceptre, and her 
crown a wreath of flowers, These she 
#lways bore with grace and dignity, arrayed 
ina white gown and a white veil, and a 
bag that displayed a white pocket-handker- 
chief.”’ Preceded by her maids of honor 
with the garlands, and followed by her 
other attendants of both sexes, her majesty 
made a right regal tour from door to door, 
depositing in her bag, and by the side of 
her handkerchief, all the substantial gifts 
made by her loyal subjects, these tithes, 
usually edible, being consumed at the 
coronation banquet, After the sovereign 
and her court had partaken freely of the 
votive offerings, they p’aycd ‘*I spy,” 
**Thread-the-needle,” and ‘* Blind-man’s 
buff’’; and they were usually all ill the 
next day. 

The young people in Cornwall used to 
hail May day as “Dipping day."’ They 
were wont to gather the flowering branches 
of the white-thorn or the narrow-leaved 
elm (called May boughs) which had just 
put forth their leaves, and which they 
distributed among their friends. In the 
afternoon all the boys of the village, armed 
with buckets, cans, dippers, or ‘squirts,’ 
sallied out and availed themselves of a 
license which the seasonconferred to‘‘dip” 
or douse all persons, of whatever rank or 
age, who were not fortunate enough to be 
protected by the display of the sprigs of 
the elm or hawthorn which were passed 
about in the morning.—Harper’s Weekly

Ladies should use only the smallest size 
of paper, requiring but one fold, and the 
envelope should be square, The single cor- 
respondence cards have gone out of style, 
and are seldom seen nowadays. The paper 
is generally linen or cream laid, as bests 
suits individual taste, and should be un- 
ruled. White or cream paper is the best, 
although a gentle shade of blue is per- 
mitted. Other tints are not desirable, 
neither are they proper. D> not use 
paper that is ragged at the edges nor 
envelope with curious flaps. The best 
linen paper may be purchased at the same 
price as is paid for the fancy varieties, and 
the best is the cheapas'; it is guarantee 
of refinement.

The house was built by Leonard Vassal, 
nearly as I can find out, the year after he 
purchased the estate, and I think that was 
in 1730; but Leonard Vassal did not sell 
the property to President John Adams. 
He had been dead many years in 1787, and 
it was sold by one Borland, John Borland, 
I think, who, if [remember right, married 
Vassal’s daughter. Borland was a Tory, 
and Lam strongly under the impression 
that the property was to a large extent 
sacrificed under some very atrocious con- 
fiscation acts which resulted from the 
revolutionary troubles. 


That subject I once looked up, and [| 
somewhere have a paper in relation to 
it, It hasa good deal of interest. The

Putting Away Winter Clothing. 


In putting away winter clothing whether 
it be in the form of personal apparel or 
household furnishings, such as heavy cur- 
tains or bedding, it is necessary for one t 
exercise the utmost care in order to guard 
against great loss from the 
moths. No trouble, no matter how labo- 
rious, should be spared, there being much 
at stake, and the consequences being quite 
too serious to be trifled with in the very 


) 


ravages of 


least. Heavy curtains, which are used 
only in the winter time as a protection, 
and all supertiuous bedding, such as 


blankets and quilts, should be exposed to 
the sun and air for a few hours; the 
curtains being well beaten and freed from 
al! dust and the blankets carefully washed. 
Then they should neatly folded, 
wrapped in large cotton sheets and laid 
away in the linen press or store room, 
upon substantial shelves, which are clean 
and dry, accompanied by a goodly supply 
of camphor, 

All having articles of apparel, such as 
gowns, coats or wraps of any kind, should 
be taken out of doors and hung upon the 
line to air; after which they should be 
thoroughly shaken and brushed until all 
dust and dirt of any kind have been re- 
moved, the smallest atom affording fool 
in which moths thrive and revel. This 
having been accomplished, the garments 
should be put away in cotton bags, made 
expressly for the purpose, large boxes or 
trunks that are not in use, it being quite 
immaterial so long as all air is entirely ex- 


be 


cluded, 

All woolen underwear shoul! be care- 
fully washed and dried, thea rolled up and 
put into clean paper sacks, or old cotton 
pillow cases—care being taken to see that 
there are no holes in them—with a generous 
quantity of pure camphor or moth camphor, 
the latter possessing the great advantage 
over the former of being much less ex- 
pensive, although the odor is perhaps not 
quite so agreeable, 

Bags of ail sizes and descriptions are in- 
valuable at such a time of year for holding 
articles that are to be put away until the 
cold season has rolled round again. These 
could be made of any short material, and if 
desired, could be adorned with the owner's 
initials, which should be embroidered in 
white or colored Roman floss. 

Fars should be packed away in their own 
boxes, with plenty of moth camphor, after 
all dust has been beaten out of them. 

Felt or velvet hats should be carefally 
cleansed by means of a soft hat brush, then 
wrapped in tissue paper and put away in 
their respective band boxes. Each box, 
package, bag or trunk, should, for conven- 
ience sake, contain a label, upon which is 
legibly written a list of the 
This will prove a great saving of time and 
trouble.—Boston Budget.

Letter from the State House, 


Eoston, April 29, 1896. 

The house witnessed on Friday a scene 
whose paralle] has not occurred within the 
memory of the present legislative genera- 
tion. Iaadebate overa bill for sanding 
street car tracks automatically, in order to 
relieve the strain upon the motorman, Mr. 
J. H. Mellen of Worcester was defending 
the bill and commented upon the lack of 
information upon the matter shown by Mr. 
Forbes of Milton. The latter became ex- 
cited at once and demanded ‘‘ What do 
you know about ii? Whatdo you know 
about it.” Mr. Mellen retorted that he 
knew more than the member from Milton. 
Mr. Forbes was intensely excited and paid 
no attention to the rapping of the chair to 
call him to order, for it isthe height of 
parliamentary impropriety for members to 
address each other during de bate. 

Mr. Mellen held his temper well, but did 
not forbear sarcastic reference to the costly 
horses owned by the Milton member while 
himself bad “to foot it,’’ or ride in electric 
cars, and thus bad an opportunity to talk 
with the employes and learn their desires 
in these matters. Coming from such a 
member as Mr. Forbes, his bad break in 
parliamentary manners was the occasion of 
severe comment. 

The house had an interes'ing debate on 
another street railway matter, the bill for 
protecting motormen from inclement 
weather by having vestibules on the plat- 
forms. The street railway committee was 
united against the bill, but after it had 
been shown that the system was 
working successfully in Springfield, Chico- 
pee, Holyoke and in the whole state of 
Obio, the house concluded that the West 
End company could conform to such legis- 
lation and refused to reject the bill. 

The outlook is that for another year the 
impending taxation fight will not get 
further than the committee room. Last 
year, when all parties were ready, the cp- 
ponents of the anti-double taxation league 
won a complete victory on a parliamentary 
point, so tbat there was no debate to speak 
of on the merits of the bills. This year the 
committee on taxation is unanimous in 
favor a paid commission of five to investi 
gate the whole taxation question thorough- 
ly and report to the legislature of 1898, 
But the plan is to have the report finished 
in November, 1897, and have it sent to 
every member elect of the legislature of 
1888 before he comes to the state house. 
This will take out of the legislature of next 
year the entire taxation fight, and it is ex- 
pected that it will also take it out of this 
year’s calendars, The committee have re- 
ported reference to the next legislature on 
the petitions for the further taxation of 
personal property and it is expected that 
there will be no debate over the bill for the 
relief of foreign corporation stocks from 
double taxation, but it will be disposed of 
in some way to await the action of the ex- 
pected commission. 

The legislature could do nothing less 
than appoint a commiitee to investigate 
the doings of the Norfulk county commis- 


sioners, after the action of several towns 


and city in the county, and after the 


general currency of a belief that something 


was not what it should be iu the doings of 
the commissioners. The officials them- 
selves could not ask for anything less, if 
they expect tostand before the state as 
honest men, while the peop'e, after all 
that has been said, would not be satisfied 
until it had been learned whether there was 
any five where there was so much smoke, 

The house gave little time to the senate 
bill to forbid the keeping of more than one 
bar under the permission of one first class 
liquor license. ‘This proposition was aimed 
at such places as Young’s hotel which 
keeps three bars under one licevse. There 
bave been houses which have fought stren- 
uously for this limitation of license and it 
would haye been though that this supposed- 
ly strong temperance house would have 
been likely to pass the bili, especially since 
it passed the senate. But, queerly enough, 
they took very littié interest in it and 
killed by an almost unanimous vote after 
one speech against it and none for it. 

The senate has defeated the house reso- 
lutions expressing the opinion of the legis- 
lature upon the Venezuelan message of 
the president, thereby depriving the presi- 
dent and the United S'ates of the guiding 
power of the Massachusets legislature. The 
history of these resolutions has been comic. 
There was a prodigious excitement when 
they were introduced and Senator Southard 
of Bristol was going to make his eternal 
reputation on them. But wiser counsels 
procured the shelving of them till the war 
fever abated. Then they had to be ma- 
terially overhauled forrepairs. After being 
adopted by the senate, they went into the 
house and were kept for weeks. When 
they were acted upon they were rejected 
fora much milder substitute, This has 
now been killed in turn by the senate and 
so nothing at all is the outcome of all the 
fuss, 

The oleo manufacturers have not been 
able to convince the house yet that the 
present restrictions ought to be relaxed, 
for, after the hottest kind of a fight against 
the bill to draw the restrictions tighter, 
the friends of the bili carried their point 
by a large majority. 

A movement has been started for the 
defeat of the pending amendment for 
biennial state elections. A meeting was 
held at the Parker house Wednesday noon 
which was attended by Gamaliel Bradford, 
Col. Bowdoin S. Parker, Elibu B. Hayes 
and others at which the first steps were 
taken to unite the annual men from all 
political parties for the defeat of the 
ameniment. It was found that the 
opposition to biennials is much stronger 
than appeared from the action of the 
legislature and it was believed that before 
the campaign is ended it will be found that 
the side of annual elections is by all odds 
the popular side, as well as the side

Mr. Johnson became 
president of the bank, next after Mr. 


Adams, and was president of the Boston 
Safe Deposit and Trust Company at the 
time of his death.

A SKETCH BY LOUIS CONGDON, 

As Minister to England during the | 
Rebellion, Mr, Adams became better 
known to the nation than he had ever | 
been, and when on his good judgment, | 
firmness, and pertinacity, depended al 
continuance of our peaceful relations with 
that country, he was very much in the} 
public eye and speculation was very lively | 
as to the dependence to be placed in him. 

His previous record in affairs of State 
was barren of facts upon which confidence 
could rest, for he had been but little in) 
oflice, which he never sought, and though 
not a recluse, he always shrunk from 
making too great a display of what he was. 

Very wealthy by inheritance, and by his | 
union with a heiress, he was wholly} 
independent of the emoluments of office, 
or of personal effort, professional or other- | 
wise, fle was, however, a very industrious 
man, and the great work he had under- 
taken, the perpetuation of his grandsire’s | 
fame, kept the nation ignorant of himself, | 
his worth, and his eminent fitness for 
office. Opportunity when it came; gave | 
occasion for the exercise of the highest 
powers of statesmanship, and the nation 
all at once came to know that the modest, 
retiring man, grandson of John Adams and 
son of John Quincy Adams, was worthy of | 
his distinguished parentage. The country 
learned that a great statesman was in their 
midst, and they had not known it. 

But they never knew the man, for the| 
reasons set forth, and yet it would seem | 
that there should bea curiosity to know} 
more about him, who ata critical moment | 
of the Rebellion, saved us from a war with | 
England. 
_ This was a case where the honors done | 
to the father unfortunately kept the son | 
in the shade. The Congressional District 
where they buth lived would have no other 
Representative, while the “Old Man | 
Eloquent” lived, but they would no doubt | 
have sent the son had the father waived | 
his claim, or not been available. Had Joho 
Quincy Adams’ retirement in 1820 from | 
public office at the age of 62 been as he 
himself thought it would be final, bis 
subsequent (elected to House of Repre- 
sentatives U.S., Oct. 30, 1830,) career so 
wonderfal, so unexampled, and so great, 
might have stood: today to the credit of the 
subject of this sketch, or a record very 
much like it. We should have had as 
determined and as brave a defender of the 
principles the elder championed, and the 
younger woul] have acquired an accession 
of fame without a diminution of the family 
laurels. Dreadfully afraid of a change of 
nepotism always was.John Q., both for his 
father and himself, and although it did not 
prevent hisown advancement, there is no 
doubt that it did that of his rising family. 
Sach were the sent'ments I heard pretty 
freely expressed when I took up my resi- 
dence in Quincy, just forty years gone by. 
Jobn Quincy had been dead five years, and 
his only surviving son was then approach- 
ing the half century goal. 

I was surprised to fini that, the | 
opinion of his fellow citizens he held so 
high a place, and that those who had had 
the opportunity to compare and to con- 
trast him with his famous father, loved to 
tell how much alike they were. One of 
them I knew by daily intercourse for a 
decade, the other only by report and his 
public acts; yet so far as I could judge 
there were a good many points of agree- 
ment. 

I believe the occasion of my going to 
Quincy originated in the fact that they 
wanted acashier fora recently chartered 
bank, and that there were so many compe-

Enlargement of Woodward. 


The Board of Managers of the Woodward 
Fund and Property advertise today for bids 
for the proposed addition to the present 
building. 

Something like a year ago plans of an 
addition were made and bids advertised for 
and received, but when they were opened 
the figures were fora sum more than the 
board thought it should expend, and the 
matter was dropped. 

Since then a new set of plans have been 
prepared. The addition proposed will be 
about as large as the present building and 
will be built upon the south end and will 
have a main entrance from Hancock street 
near the centre of the new building. 


The land where the addition is to be 
built is so situated as to give a basement, 
which can be lighted from two sides. In 
this basement there will be a gymnasium 
31x37 feet, a chemical labratory, lecture 
room, physical labratory and coat and 
toilet rooms. There will also be a wide 
corridor between the gymnasium and 
lecture room. 

On the first, or street floor, there will be 
a large assembly hall 53x58 feet, with a 
library leading from it. There will also be 
on this floor a private office, recitation 
room, clerk’s room, dressing room, and a 
private entrance leading from Hancock 
street, 

Oa the second or top floor will be two large 
class rooms, each 22x46 feet, which will 
be lighted by dormer windows, also a 
museum, 

The heating apparatus will be located in 
the basement of the present building. 

The proposed addition will be of wood 
and finished to correspond with the present 
building. 


To Remodel Clubhouse. 


A special meeting of the Quincy Yacht 
club was held in the ward room, City Ha!l, 
Thursday evening to to take action on the 
plans prepared by the executive committee 
for improvements to the club house. 

Commodore Pettengil! presided and after 
reading the call he briefly outlined the 
proposed changes and said it was for the 
benefit of the club that they should be 
made, 

It was proposed to build a colonial 
portico over the main entrance. A piazza 
on the side over which there would be a 
ladies’ room, From the upper piazza a 
stairway would lead to lower piazza, thus 
doing away with the necessity of passing 
through the locker room in order to reach 
the float. The present ladies’ room would 
be allered into a reading and smoking 
room for the members, and would havea 
chimney and open fire place built of beach 
stone, 

The cost of these improvements had 
been estimated at $641 and a member has 
agreed to loan the club $600 at 5 per cent. 
From $100 to $150 could be paid every 
year, and besides making the club house 
more attractive it would tend to bring in 
new members and keep the present mem- 
bers more united. 

The estimates for the several improve- 
ments were: Portico, $315; chimney 
and fire place, $109; plumbing, $97; 
sheathing, $85; stairway, $35; making a 
total of $641. 

After some litle discussion the executive 
committee were authorized to commence 
work immediately on the improvements 
and the treasurer was authorized to borrow 
#600, or so much thereof as necessary, and 
give the club’s note for the same. The 
meeting then adjourned, 

The work will probably be done this 
month.

City Appropriations. 


The committee after weeks of careful 
deliberation made but very few changes 
in the annual appropriation order reported. 
They increased the total but $36. The 
Managers of Public Burial Plices asked 
for a separate appropriation of $200 for 
foundations and it was instead added to 
the $4.00 for cemeteries. The item of 
$2000 for miscellaneous fire expenses was 
increased $142 to provide for the new fire 
alarm boxes recently asked for, making the 
total for fire department just $19,700. 
Che appropriation for street lights was 
increased $200 to $15,900, the $18,000 for 
streets, etc., was increased $300, and the 
sum for street watering to $4100.

Norfolk County Investigation, 


There was quite a large attendance at 
the State House Tuesday morning at the 
investigation which was held of the 
County Commissioners of Norfolk County. 
; All three of the Commisioners were 
| present and they were represented by R 
M. Morse, Judge Grover and Mr. Joy, 
while Moorfield Story and Mr, Bradbury 
were present as counsel for the committee, 

Afier the hearing was declared open Mr. 
Story said he would like to ask Chairman 
Morrell of the County Commissioners a 
few questions, 

Mr. Morse objected. He thought it just 
that before any investigation was entered 
upon thata definite statement of charges 
should be furnished, The reputation of 
prominent men is involved and no hearing 
could be bad unless some definite charge 
was made, 

Mr. Story replied, that as far as he knew 
no charges had been made, This was in 
the nature of a trustee’s accounting. They 
have bad something like $390,000 and this 
committee is appointed to see what has 
done with it. 

Mr. Morse still obj-cted. These men 
court inguiry but they havea right to know 
what the charges are against them. 

Mr. Story said he was not present as a 
prosecutor. They have not filed the 
vouchers of money entrusted to their care. 
What he wanted was to know where the

The 
architect had charge of this, under the 
direction of the Commissioners, The 
county paid the bills which were on file 
with the treasurer. He knew of no 
voucber or contract that was not there, 
The planus were at the court house in 
charge of the janitor, and the specifications 
werein charge of the treasurer, 

Mr. Story then asked for the bids held 
by the counsel for the Commissioners and 
they were given him, 

Mr. Story then asked for a continuance 
that an expert might make an examination, 
which was granted, and the hearing ad- 
journed until next Tuesday.

Letter from the State House, 


Poston, May 6, 1896. 

If the development of our system of 
government, with a veto by the governor, 
it looks as if the tendancy of our institu- 
tions ought to be watched carefully. The 
legislature has its committees which give 
careful hearings to all parties who desire to 
be heard. Then the cases are discussed 
in senate and house till the main facts 
are in the possession of the members. 
Then the bills, after enactment, are sent 
on to the governor for his signature. 
But there is a practice in recent years 
which needs tobe watched. It showed 
itself under Russel] and Greenhalge and 
now it develops under Wolcott. It is the 
practice of giviug hearings to parties inter- 
ested in the vetoing or signing of bills, 
The case is ieopened before the governor, 
witnesses and counsel are heard and it 
comes to be practica!ly the case that after 
the matter has run the gauntlet of one 
legislature, it must run another before it 
can get the signature of the governor. It 
is difficult to see the way out of the diffi- 
culty, for this question involves the ex- 
istence and use of the veto power. If it is 
desirable that the governor should veto at 
al, then he ought to have the facts in the 
case. If he isto have the facts, he ought 
not to give aa exparte hesring, shutting 
out one side, or even hearing one side 
without giving the other opportunity to 
offer evidence or argument in rebuttal, 
But, if the case must all be gone over again 
after the legislative committee and the 
senate and house have acted upon it, what 
is the use of having any legislature at al? 
It will be seen that the question is im- 
portant and that the bearings upon the 
short lobster bill, on the annexation of 
Cheapside to Greenfiid and on the Lowell 
church trouble may have historical 
nificance, 

The house acted for the first Lime upon 
the Whitney gas bi! on Wednesday after- 
noon. The detate had continued ever 
since Tuesday forenoon. Oace the time 
for closing debate had been fixed and then 
tbe vote was reconsidered, for it was found 
that the members had not spoken as much 
as they wished. The friends of the bill 
were warm furthe cheap gas which they 
were sure would follow and for the grand 
revival of iron-making and otfer ruined 
manufacturing which they believed would 
follow the introduction of cheap fuel gas, 
In vain the critics of the bill said that 
there was positively no assurance of cheap 
gas in the bill. When it came to the vote 
many amendments were adopted. The 
friends of the bill yielded as many points 
as possible in order to save the bill in any 
shape whatever. But there is good reason 
for saying that Mr, Whitney put provisions 
in the bill which be did not expect the 
house to grant, but which he could yield 
for the sake of having it seen that his 
petition had not neerly all been granted 
and yet he would save enough from the 
ordeal to permit him to make the experi- 
ments fur he admitted only yesterday tbat, 
as a practical matter, he did not koow

how this would work, bat that he regarded 


the venture in the nature of an experiment. 
Thus, io order to save all that was possible, 
the friends of the bil! gave up the right of 
eminent domain. They consented to an 
enlargement of the powers of the local 
authorities in overseeing the operations of 
the compiny within the limits of their 
cities and towns. ‘Tuey yielded the pro- 
vision that business could be begun when 
only 10 per cent. of tLe capital stock of the 
company had been paidin. They gave up 
the right to mortgace the property and 
franchise. They yieded the long term 
during which the charter was to remain 
operative, provided they put in 25 miles of 
pipe. But they objected strenuously to 
the amendment for 30 cent gas.

Doubtiess enough money has been made in 
speculating in stocks during the past few 
days to pay for all the cost of this agita- 
tion, even if the bill fails, for one man has 
made at least $350,000 and it is to be 
presumed that others have reaped a golden 
harvest. What are a few thousaud dollars 
for lawyers’ fees in view of such rewards 
as this? It is rumored that there have 
been other transactions which will not 
bear looking into, and it would be well for 
the house to look out for its own reputa- 
tion.

Lighting Sets a Fire. 


One of the severest tempests that we 
have had for many a day passed over 
Quincy Tuesday afternoon. Where it came 
from no one knows, Boston had a little 
sprinkle and Braintree had none but 
Quincy had more than enough. It was a 
few minutes before 2 o’clock when it 
commenced to rain which rapidly increased 
in volume. This was accompanied by oud 
peals of thunder and sharp claps of 
lightning, two bolts of which struck. For 
nearly an hour it rained hard at times the 
rain coming down in torrents flooding the 
streets and rendering uobrellas useless, 

Just before 3 o'clock the rain turned 
into hail and the white pieces of ice soon 
made the earth havea snow-like appear- 
ance. The hail stones fell in a straight 
line, or many broken window would have 
resulted. 

The hail stones varied in size from a 
small pea to half an ioch in diameter and 
were sO Dumerous that some fifteen 
minutes after the storm had abated they 
could be scooped up in places by the 
handful. 

Outside of the damage done by lightning, 
the streets were washed out in many places, 


and quite alittle sum will be required to 
put them in shape again for the next 
storm to knock out. 

That lightning sometimes plays queer 
freaks, no one who will examine the house 
cf Loring A. Hayden, on the corner of 


West aud Hayden streets will deny. It 
was but a few minutes past 2 o'clock, 
Tuesday, during the early part of the 
shower that a bolt of lightning struck the 
cbimney of Mr. Hayden’s house, and going 
into the attic part of the bolt jumped toa 
piece of wire that was stretched between 
the chimneys, from which it went down 
through the wa'ls tearing off plastering, 
burning picture cord, smashing looking 
glass, etc. That part of the bolt which 
followed down the chimney forced out the 
funnel of the parlor stuve, then apparently 
took a backward shoot and went out the 
side of the house, 

It took bardly a second for the bolt to do 
all this and the two ladies who were down 
stairs, aud Mr. Hayden who stood in the 
yard were shocked, and for a moment were 
at loss to know what had happened. 

Then it was discovered that there was a 
fire in the attic and ap alarm was rung in 
from Box 443, which is located within ten 
feet of the house. 

The department responded promptly and 
soon bad what fire there was extinguished. 
The loss by fire and the damage by light- 
ning will not be far from $300 and is 
covered by insurance. 

During this same storm a bolt made a 
brief visit to the office of the Quincy & 
Boston street railway. On the wall in the 
superintendent’s office is a costly instru- 
ment known as a voltmeter, and beneath 
this is a cut-out switch, The to't came in 
on the feed wire and completely demolished 
the cut-out switch but did not barm the 
voltmeter,

President Graham showed by figures the 
rapidly increasing traffic. Ifthe petitions 
were granted he said it was the intention 
to run cars every fifteen minutes, and soon 
to establish five cent fares from Milton to 
Quincy Point, and from Braintree to Ne- 
ponset. It was impossible with present 
facilities to do this or to accommodate the 
public as the company desired. 

Councilman Field made some inquiries as 
to the difference of cost of flat rail con- 
struction. 

John F. Merrill favored the petition. 
Regarded the T rail of good constraction 
the best for small! cities. 

Francis Morrison objected to a T rail as 
dangerous for light carriages and bicycles. 
He argued that relocations to the centre of 
narrow streets necessitated paving and 
widening at considerable expense to the 
city, and believed the city should receive 
consideration for the privilege, or that the 
company sbould pave the whole s!rvet. 

E. H. Dewson was in sympathy with 
that part of the arrangements to run the 
Houghs Neck line to the depot and favored 
making a circuit up one street and out the 
other, but learning from President Graham 
that it was not theintention to abolish the 
turnout on Washington street near the 
church, he objected to the whole petition. 
He called itan unmitigated nuisance the 
use of our streets as a car station, and 
remonstrated as a cilizen,"and as a mem- 
ber of the First church to cars standing 
on Washington street. He attempted to 
explain the changes being made about 
the fountain but was ruled out of order. 

The hearing clused and the matter was 
recommitted to the Committee on S'reets.

The Hardwick Family. 


The Hardwick blood runs through many 
families in Quincy. The request made 
through your columns some weeks ago, for 
information concerning this family, is 
answered by the communication from 
Joseph A. Fenno, printed below. Will 
some one take up the subject where Mr. 
Fenno leaves it, and bring the later 
branches down to the present time. The 
family of Adam Hardwick is now being 
looked up. E. H. Dewson. 
Concerning Frederick Hardwick, the an- 

cestor of the Hardwick family of Quincy, 

Mass., by Joseph A. Fenno. 

In the winter of 1751-52 there arrived in 
Boston, a company of Germans, who had 
left their native shores, induced by the 
representations of the agent of Joseph 
Crellins, who had undertaken to found a 
colony in what is now the western part of 
this state. Being unable to fultil his 
agreement with the authorities, his grant 
of land was revoked, and he tried to es 
tablish himself with another colony at 
Shed’s Neck, Braintree, since known as 
Germantown. Again he failed, and sold 
out his company to Messrs. Palmer and 
Cranch, who on the Sth January, 1752, 
rade through Peter Etter, the interpreter, 
an agreemeat with twelve families of the 
Germans to come to Braintree. 

Among these were a family of seven 
persons, who bore the name of Hurtwiyy. 

They were said to have come originally 
from Wurtemberg, by the way of Frank 
fort on the Main. They landed in Phila-

The family, so far as we know consisted 
of seven persons, the father Peter, two 
daughters, Elizabeth and Carlot, and four 
sons, Adam, John, Henry, Frederick. 
With this company were George Briesler, 
who afterwards married Elizabeth and 
Joseph Steel, who married Carlot. In this 
same community were George Mearsh 
(later Mears) and Marillus Pobsten, who 
were married by Col. Quincy, Dee. 24, 1752 

They engaged in the manufacture of 
glass. Aftera few years of unprofitable 
business, the works were destroyed by fire. 
Peter, the father, returned to Germany, 
Adam went to Boston, and lived there the 
restof his life. John who had married 
Katharine Hartmann, removed to one of 
the eastern settlements, Henry, who had 
married in Philadelphia, a woman from 
Saxony, removed to Annapolis, Nova 
Scotia, in 1758. Frederick, who remained 
here, married Sept. 11, 1760, the widow 
of George Mears who hada son George, 
by her first husband, who was brought 
up in the family of Frederick Hardwick, 
which consisted of six sons and a 
daughter, viz: John Henry, Frederick 
Philip, Peter, John Martin, (who died 
at the age of seven years) Charles, 
Adam, Elizabeth. 

In 1771, the family lived in the house at 
Houghs Neck, known in its latter days 
as the Willows. The father was a stocking 
weaver by trade, but I think the wild fowl! 
in Quincy bay divided his time with the 
loom. 

The original German name appears on 
the record as Hartwigg, Hardwigg and 
Hartwick, but itsoon became changed to 
the English name of Hardwick. 

The name of the wife is written Eliza- 
beth, Mary Elizabeth and Elizabeth P. 
Frederick Hardwick, died Sept. 9, 1797, 
aged 72 years. His wife, Elizabeth P., 
died Nov. 26, 1789, aged 56 years. 

Much of the above was found in papers 
carefully preserved by John F. Hardwick, 
to whom I am indebted for the most 
portant items,

Injuries by Electricity. 


The use of electricity has become so 
general and accidents are so frequent that 
everybody should be advised how to extend 
aid to a person injured by an electrical 
current. A German medical publication 
gives the following suggestions : 

(1) The current should be shut off at 
ouce if the means are at hand and the 
person called upon understands how to 
do it. 

(2) If this cannot be done, be careful 
not to touch the injured person’s body 
with the hand, If no India rubber gloves 
are at hand, the body should be dragged 
away from the wires by the coat tails, or 
the coat should be taken off and folded (a 
dry cloth may be used for the purpose), 
when the injured person may be grasped 
through it and dragged away. 

(3) When it is not possible to remove 
the injured person from the wires, raise 
that partof the body that is in contact 
with the earth or tke wire from it, using 
the covered hand, This will break the 
current, and it will generally be possible 
then to get the body away. 

(4) Lf this cannot be done, take a dry 
cloth and place it between the body and 
the ground, and then disentangle the body 
from the wires. 

(5) If the body is freed from the wires, 
remove all the clothing from the neck and 
treat the injured person’ as one drowned. 
Open the mouth and grasp the tongue, 
which should be covered with a cloth ; 
then pul! the tongue forward and gradually 
allow it to fall back; this movement 
should be repeated sixteen times a minute. 
Take care that the root of the tongue is 
thoroughly moved. 

(6) The bystanders should not be allowed 
to give the injured person wine or liquors.

West Quincy’s Oldest. 


Mr. Simon Farrell, an old and respected 
resident of West Quincy, died at his home 
on Willard street, Monday morning. Mr. 
Farrell can rightly be called one of the 
pioneers of West Quincy, settling there in 
1832. The place contained only four 
houses west of Common street, they are 
built of stone aud are still occupied, they 
have been the birth place of many of the 
inhabitants of Ward Four. West Quincy, 
at the time that Mr. Farrell setilsd there, 
was practically a wilderness, and not a very 
inviting spot fora son of Erin to seek his 
fortune. 

Mr. Farrell was born in Ireland; he 
learned the carpenter's trade and was an 
excellent workman ; he arrived in New 
York when qnitea young man, coming to 
Boston by way of Providence, and bad for 
a fellow passenger, Andrew Jackson, then 
President of the United States. Mr. Far- 
rell’s first labor in Quirey was for O. T. 
Regers. He next was employed by the 
Granite Railway Company asa car builder. 

Mr. Farrell was a devout Catholic and 
would walk to Charlestown and back 
every Sunday to attend mass. So ardent 
was his desire to see a church erected in 
West Quincy, that be loaned his personal 
funds to start the work. 

Mr. Farrell was married Oct. 6, 1842, to 
Ann Graham, daughter of James and Jane 
Graham, so well known to the old residents 
of West Quincy, Mr, and Mrs. Farrell 
had the honor of being the first couple that 
were warried in the new church. Fr. 
Fitzsimmons was the cfliciating clergyman. 
Mr. Farrell was the first sexton and lived 
to see the small band of devoted worsbip- 
pers grow toa large and steadily increasing 
congregation. 

In 1849, Mr. Farrell took the gold fever 
and started around the horn to California, 
After three years he was obliged to return 
on account of failing sight. 

Mr. Farrell was again employed by the 
Granite Railway company. He was also 
engaged in the shops of the O.C. R.R 
company for many years. 


Mr. Farrell was very devoted to his 
home. Places of amusement had no 
attraction for him. He wa'ched the 


growth and the many changes that took 
place with much interest. None of old in- 
habitants that be found on his arrival in 
West Quincy, except Mrs. Farrell and her 
sister, Mrs. Johnson, are living. Willard 
street was not built then; no church, 
school, public means of conveyance, were 
thought of in his early years in the com- 
munity. 

A good life devoted to his faith was 
rewarded by a long anda happy one. Mr. 
Farrel! leaves a widow, three sons and two 
daughters, also eleven grand children, Mail 
Carrier, John S. Farrell, being the oldest 
of his children. Miss Mary Farrell, organist 
of St. Mary’s church, is a daughter. Mr. 
Farrell was 86 years and 4 months old; 64 
of which he spent in West Quincy. His 
funeral took place from St, Mary's charch 
Wednesday worning. 


Unitarian Entertainment, 


Every year in May the Fragment society 
of First Church bas some novel entertain- 
ment, and this year it was particularly 
unique and pleasing. The chapel was full 
Friday evening and still more were there 
Saturday afternoon. 

Quincy has been indebted to the skill 
and genius of Madam Arcan in years past 
for a number of fine entertainments; the 
Dairy Maid and Living Whist being still 
pleasant!y remembered. 

Living Whist was given four years ago 
or more at the Coliseum, under the au- 
spices of the Fragment society, so when it 
was learned Madam Arcan was to have 
charge of their May entertainment this 
year everyone knew it wou'd be something 
out of the usus! run of entertainments, 


Mr, Moxon the Choice. 


The Republicans of Ward 6 held their 
special caucus on Tuesday to nominate a 
successor to the late Councilman Louis 
Rinn, to be voted for at the special elec- 
tion, June 2. It was a well attended cau- 
cus, considerable interest being manifested, 
especially when Ex-Councilman Moxon's 
name was brought forward as the choice of 
the caucus, 

The polls remained open 30 minutes, 
after which he was declared the Republi 
can nominee.

The old contest for the better educa- 
tion of the children in the poor towns con- 
tinues in the legislature and the towns have 
won the fight on the firststage of the bill 
requiring the assesment of a half mill tax 
upon all taxable property, the proceeds to 
be divided among the cities and towns in 
proportion tu the average attendince of 
children upon the public schools. It was 
shown in the debate that many towns pay 
from $4 to $5 per $1,000 asa school tax, 
whereas the average for the state is but} 
$2.85 and Boston pays only $1.90 In Bos- 
ton every child of school age has behiud 
him about $15,000 of taxable property, 
whereas in the towns it runs down as low 
as $1,600 in the lowest instance, The fact 
that the best life of the towns goes into 
the cities and the true public policy of 
preventing the fo:mation of ignorant 
corners among the population demand that 
the wealthy places help the poorer ones, 
especially the little ones among the bills. 
But there is a radical fault in the basis of 
distribution, for the common sense of the 
state will not accept the proposition that 
the cities of Worcester and Woburn sould 
be helped at the expense of other places. 
Itis very doubtful whether the bill can be- 
come law. I: has failed hitherte, though 
ithas been proposed no fewer than three 
different years, If the friends of the poor 
towns could devise some way of avoiding 
this help for cities and towns which are 
well able to take care of themselves, there 
would be more hope of securing their object.

| rather than workers. If the latter will 
}sell their labor at prices so it can be pur- 
| chased, then a great deal more of it will be 
Jemployed, for the common good of all.—

Raids at Quincy. 


Chief of Police Hayden never madea 
series of more successful liquor raids than 
on Sunday afternoon. It was but a little 
after 2 o’cl ck when two carriages left the 
police station, and in these were Chief 
Hayden, Inspector McKay and Officers 
Ferguson, Canavan, Bradley and Cameron. 
Immediately in their wake came an ex- 
press wagon with Officer Connolly handling 
the ribbons, while peacefully reclining in 
the inside pocket of Chief Hayden were 
three warrants authorizing him to search 
as many places for liquor. 

The first call the officers made was on 
Arico Michiani at 69 Liberty street. Here 
about 54 gallons of wine, one quart of beer 
and a large quantity of jugs and kegs were 
seized and loaded into Officer Connully’s 
wagon, 

The next call was upon James Cenedella 
on Clark avenue. Here six gallons of ale 
aud a quantity of empties were seized. 

The third and last place visited was that 
of Carmine Raffo at 17 Larry place. Here 
the officers found and seized five cases of 
beer, a lot of empty beer bottles and several 
empty barrels and jugs. 

At all three places the cfficers found a 
crowd of men inside and outside of the 
house drinking, but they beat a hasty 
retreat upon the approach of the invading 
squad. 


Geological Study. 


Mr. W. O. Crosby of the Institute of 
Technology had a class of about 25 on 
Saturday at his field lesson in Quincy 
when he explained our granite quarries 
and the relation of the granite and slate 
on North Common. They lef: the Quincy 
depot about 1.30. 

Prof. Crosby stopped the party near an 
abandoned quarry and gaveatalkon the 
work that was to be taken up during the 
afternoon, showing the relation of the 
granite to the slate. Standing while he 
was speaking on a large formation of slate 
and explaining the process and age of 
formation. The granite, an igneous rock 
of newer formation being pressed up 
through the slate formation. From this 
point the party were shown many illustra- 
tions and visited about six quarries, return- 
ing about 5.30.

The Metropolitan 
Water Commissioners asked for land fora 
reservoir, an order was introduced for the 
remodelling of City Hall, the street railway 
orders were debated at length, and there 
was considerable other business, all fu'ly 
reported below: 

The only absent member was Council- 
man Phillips. 

Communications. 

Tbe Water Commissioners sent a com- 
munication stating that the Metropolitan 
Water Commission wished to know if the 
city will give certain land on Third Hill, 
Wollaston, now a play ground, to erect a 
reservoir. Commissioners believed it would 
increase efficiency of our new water service. 
To Committee on Sewers and Drains. 

The Sewerage Commission presented 
their report. 

The contract enclosed with the report 
provided that fora term of 5 years, begin- 
ning from the first day of January next 
succeeding the first discharge of said sew-. 
age into said outfall shall pay in the month 
of January each year the sum of $1000, and 
at the expiration of that time the price 
shall be in proportion to the output of the 
city during the last year of its contract, 

The order was laidon the table upon 
motion of Councilman Pinkham who 
later offered orders covering the report of 
the committee. 

One that City Council adopt the plans of 
1895, and another that the Mayor be 
authorized to execute the contract with 
Boston asdrawn. Both took one reading 
and were referred to the Committee on

Petitions. 


A number of p2titions of minor licenses 
were received and referred to Committee 
on Licenses, 

Councilman Holt presented a petition 
for the watering of Coddington street. 
To Committee on Streets, 

Councilman Cleaves presented a peti- 
tion that Ryden street from Whitwell to 
Curtis street be accepted as a public way, 
To Committee on Streets, 

Report of Committee. 

The Committee on Ordinances reported 
as properly engrossed, the order establish- 
ing a grade on Hancock street at the 
present grade. 

Councilman Parker asked if there was 
a grade established there. 

Councilman Lamb replied that tbere 
was a grade establish1d by usage. 

Councilman Parker moved that the mat- 
ter be recommitted. 

Councilman Sprague, thought the Coun- 
cil were making a mistake. These gentle- 
men asked fora grade. The street is one 
foot lower on one side than on the other. 

How can they erect a costly permanent 
building and have no grade to go by. The 
least we can do is to tell them where the 
grade is, 

Councilman Lamb said the Committee 
had gone over this matter carefully and in 
their opinion the city was notin position 
to raise the grade where these men want 
it, and it would mean great damages to 
abutters, 

Councilman Sprague—They simply ask 
that a grade be established. 

Councilman Parker said as far as he 
could see curbing was being set all over the 
city without any grade. There should be 
a pan showing the grade. 

The order was then recommitted. 

New Business. 

Councilman Atderson presented an 
order that the use of the Council Chamber 
to the trustees of the City Hospital fora 
meeting Tuesday evening, May 19; also 
that the use of the Council Chamber be 
granted to the trustees of the Woodward 
Institute for one bour in the morning on 
June $ and 17, and on the evening of 
June 17 with permission to erect platform, 
etc. The orders were adopted. 

Councilman Claflin presented an order 
appropriating $24,000 for the remodelling 
of City Hall according to plans of Clarence 
Burgin. To Committee on Public Build- 
ings. 

Councilman Lamb offered an order that 
the $4,400 appropriated in the budget of 
1896 for street watering be expended under 
the direction of the Commissioner of 
Public Works in watering, Washington, 
Adams, Temple, Chestnut, Foster, Granite, 
Hancock, Schco!, Franklin, Copeland, 
Elm, Water, Crescent, Willard streets and 
Newport avenue. $2,200 to be assessed 
upon abutters, 

Amendments were offered that Codding- 
ton and Brooks streets be included in the 
Streets watered, but they were lost. 

Calendar. 

The order granting the Quincy & Boston 
street railway a location for 4 single track 
in the centre of Hancock street, between 
Saville street and the Boston line, took its 
second reading, 

Councilman Sprague then opened quite 
a discussion by moving to refer back to the 
committee and that they be requested to 
give interested parties a hearing. 

Councilman Lamb asked who the inter- 
ested ones were. 

Councilman Sprague believed the officers 
of the company to be the most interested. 

Couticilman Field of the committee saw 
no ned of referring. He supported the 
order with the exception of the 3-cent fare, 
which he regarded as beyond jurisdiction 
of Council. He said the street railway 
people had embraced the new Commis- 
sioner of Public Works soon after be 
reached town, and he allowed them to do 
about as they pleased. He criticised the 
grade at which the track was laid on 
Washington street, saying it would put the 
city to expense, and damage abutters. He 
advocated flat girder rail, and criticised the 
speed at which cars were run. 

Councilman Sprague thought Company 
should be heard as to fares.

The passing years found Ray developing 
through a beautiful girlhood to a noble 
womanhood, characterized by all the sweet, 
generous traits that graced ber childhood, 
It is true that poverty’s chain had bound 
her and restrained her spirit’s soaring 
wings, but a brave, strong soul like hers 
cannot be wholly bound. It will overcome 
the obstacles which lie in the way of its 
grand purposes. Thus it was that at the 
end of her twenty-fifth year Rachel 
Winthrop was about graduating from one 
of our best colleges. A large volume would 
be needed to narrate the long and toilsome 
steps by which she had reached this goal. 
The difficulties she had surmounted would 
bave daunted a less courageous spirit. Yet 
with heroic heart and steady eye she stood 
at the bead of her class. 

It is the morning of the 30:h of May. In 
her little room in a quiet tenement sits Ray 
by the window, thinking earnestly, then 
kneels by the bedside in long, silent prayer.

Was 
it not for this God has given me strength 
and energy and opportunity to acquire the 
education that seemed at first denied ? He 
has fitted me to be of use in that field, and 
shall I not go?” 

Mrs. Winthrop sat in silence a few 
minutes, then answered quietly: 

‘*My dear, I shall not seek to dissuade 
you; but, to make it easier for you, I will 
go with you.” 

** Mother, darling, you know I should be 
so gladdened by that, that I should seem to 
make no sacrifice at all.

sequence, The effect of this course on 
their part was, that after a while our 
supply of bills became greatly reduced, 
forcing us to prepare more, when there was 
really no occasion for it.

And it was so 
absurdly foolish in the eyes of all finan- 
ciers, as to excite them to laughter, and to 
remark, ** That the Suffolk would soon tire 
of that game,”’ 

I said to Mr, Adams, one morning, hold- 
ing in my hand, one of their insignificant 
notes which the mail had just bronght 
me, containing a half dozen lines, writt 
in a trembling hand by their chief official 
“Can you tell ma Mr. Adams, why the 
directors of the Suffolk Bank chose the man 
who wrote that letter for their president, 
or allow him to conduct its affairs in the 
manner he is doing ?” 

“Tdo not know,” said Mr. Adame, 
with a quizzical look in his eyes, “but 
I think it was and is because he was and 
isan A—y.’’

pliance with its mandates, by the banks of 
New Eogland—a power which it assumed, 
based on the legal obligation of those 
banks to redeem their circulating notes, Its 
operation was simple and its permanency 
was due to the fact, that opposition to it 
had never reached a point able to over- 
throw it. Some thought it the best plan. 
Others were indifferent, and there was at 
no time sufficient enmity to it, to 
courage open war against it. So it grew 
so powerful, as to defy opposition, | think 
it was sometimes arbitrary and unjust. 

What was its mode of procedure? It 
made itself the redeemer of the bills of 
all the New England banks; sorted them, 
called upon those banks to make 
them good, either in coin or current funds, 
{current funds were such bank notes as 
the Suffolk credited.) 

Thus every bank was made to assist in a 
run upon every other, and there was a 
constant drain in every locality of the bills 
of outside banks, It required of them to 
keep a deposit amounting to from 3 to 5 
per cent, of their capital stock, Banks that 
gave it all their business, and kept a large 
average balance, were relieved of a strict 
operation of this rule, and a very good 
reason there often was for it, 

Two banks with which I was connected 
kept no special deposit. If a bank refused 
to pay tribute, as it was called, to the 
Suffolk, it had two ways of compulsion. 
Either to send its corresponding banks a 
notice, that the bills of the refractory bank 
would no longer be redeemed at the Suf- 
folk Bank, or, to continue to receive them, 
collect together a large amount, and then 
suddenly pounce down upon them, demand 
the specie, and if it was not forthcoming, 
protest the bills, discredit the bank, and 
perhaps be th: occasion of great loss, if

Both methods were used, and 
so effectually, that tbe Suffolk had had its 
own way, mosily. 

Suffolk redemption, widened the area 
of a bank's circulation, the opposite 
narrowed it; but many banks were content 
with local currency. Veazie of Bangor 
fought the Suffolk for years, but he had 
few imitators until 1858, 

In 1858, James G. Carney, President of 
a bink in Lowell, rallied the opposition to 
the Suffolk, ina most effective way, and 
in a comparatively short time, the power 
and influence which it had exercised was 
transferred to an institution whose stock- 
holders were New Eaogland Banks. It was 
the same old plan controlled and managed 
by the banks themselves, with more liberty 
and less expense, or none atall, orin fact 
a profit, as its proj*ctors claimed would ba 
the case. 

Among those who came to the assistance 
of Mr. Carney was the Hon. Francis M. 
Johnson, a director of the Mt. Wollaston. 
Through his influence, that bank became 
a stockholder in the new bank of Mutual 
Redemption, withdrew its deposit of $3000, 
from the Saffolk and notified it, that its 
bills would be redeemed by the Bank of 
Mutual Redemption. The Suffolk be- 
haved in a very childish way. 1: was only 
aftera very despicable fashion, that It 
could be troablesom: to those who sought 
to free themselves, but mean and petty as 
it was, its manly managers did not disdain 
it. They were somewhat in the con- 
dition of dogs, deprived of the power to 
bite, but who could still snap and snarl, 
Against myself individually did they show 
their resentment and vent their spleen 
when I presented myself at their counter 
to withdraw the deposit of the Wollaston 
Bank, by paying me the amount in gold 
dollars, 5000 in all, which as I had them 
to count on the spot, subjected me toun- 
uecesssary troub!e and inconvenience, 

Warned by this show of hostility what 
we might expect, it was no surprise that 
they refased to send our bills to the Bank 
of Mutual Redemption; allowing them to 
accumulate; proposing, some day, to come 
down upon us for a lump sum in specie, 
with the chance that we might not be 
ready with the rhino when they made 
their demand, and have to suffer in con- 


to be an inconvenience and an eye sore to 
cashiers, and as unwelcome to them as is 
silver today. 

When by daily additions I had laid in a 
stock of $20,000 in gold, [ felt that the 
day was at hand when their messenger 
would appear. I had fixed on $25,000, 
the sum at whichthey would stop. They 
would then be about $50 out of pocket for 
interest, and the cost of their little game 
would be $4.00 per day, and more as each 
day added to their collections, 

Money was never more foolishly wasted; 
it didn't even buy revenge, nor inflict more 
than a brief annoyance. 
be any terror in its threats, or care for 
what it did. Its power had not been in 
itself, but in the banks, that were leaving 
it, one by one. Allowed like a wilful child, 
to have its way, iike the child it tired at 
last, but dreading the shame of a defeat, 
and too easy submission, persisted still, 
growth of the situation over- 
come the shame and it succumbed. 

They had $25,000 of our bills, and the 
question was, what course to take in the 
matter of their redemption, The easiest, was

Looking 
him overin connection with the bag and 
contents, [ made him out to be the 
messenger from the Suffolk, and when he 
followed me out on arrival, | was certain 
itwashe. The bank was but 
away and we reached it together. 

“From the Suffolk,”’ says he. 

“Well, open your 
budget,” it is past bank hours, and | 
ought to goto my dinner, but I want to 
get through with this business, and so will 
accommodate you and myself likewise." 

Whereupon he emptied his bag upon the 
counter, some fiftsen pickages, without 
envelopes, the amount, he said was $25,000. 

Once 
counting sufficed to verify their marks, 
and I went through the pile in about thirty 
minutes, My gold was in $20 pieces, $1,000 
in each bag which be rapidly counted as

There were not wacting 
those who augured ill of the change, 
such outlived their fears, as nothing ever 
occurred to justify them. 

The Mount Wollaston Bank in the 
person of Mr. Johnson, previously men- 
tioned, had a place in the Board of Directors 
of the new bank, and the course which Mr. 
Adams had pursued was highly com 
mended by all bankers and financiers who 
favored the project, and most heartily by 
Mr. Carney its originator. 

Quincy people, and notably those who

Mr. Souther was well known in Quincy 
where h3 was born and has resided fur the 
greater part of his life, being a son of the 
late John L. Souther. 

His education was received in the public 
schools of Quincy and in his early life he|

For the Patriot. 
Letter from the State House. 


Boston, May 27, 1896. 

The redistricting bill made its first stage 
in the house in quick time, but after a 
spurt of fiery opposition from Mr. Krebs of 
Boston, who said that the sevatorial ar- 
rangement in Boston was ‘the most in- 
famous gerrymander in the history of the 
State.’’ He is put into a strong democratic 
district and tbat is the retort which is 
made to his charge, but his amendment 
to correct the lines had the support of such 
leading republicans as Myers of Cambridge, 
Lowell of Boston, Clarke of Wellesley, 
Brown of Everett, and though they had 
only 30 votes to 79, yet they might have 
carried the house, probably, if they had all 
pulled together. 

The house stood by the redistricting bill 
on its second stage with the same una- 
nimity it had shown on the first, although 
renewed efforts were made to defeat it. 

The last appearance of the half-mill 
school tax bill was in the house on 
Wednesday afternoon. The committee on 
ways and means bad reported against it 
unanimously, and the dissenters on the 
education committes, who prepared the 
bill, were voted down, after a gallant 
struggle by 46 yeas to 37 nays for rejecting 
the bill. ° 

Great events crowd into the closing 
weeks of the legislature this year, just as 
they have always done, no matter how the 
managers of the business contrive the work 
of the house and senate. Tuesday saw an 
ubusual amount of important action. The 
rare event occurred of the adoption of an 
order to bring a man before the bar of the 
house for contempt. This man is Henry 
N. Bates, who is wanted as a witness in 
the Norfolk county court house investiga- 
tion and who refused to tell the committee 
what they wanted to know. Then, too 
the house performed the strange feat of 
substituting the Whitney pipe line bill for 
the bill for the benefit of Mr. Bailey of 
Billerica who wants to go into the gas 
business for the whole people, the same as 
Mr. Whitney, only putting the Bailey in- 
corporators, in place of the Whitney incor- 
porators, and then passed the bill to be 
engrossed. In the senate, the original 
Whitney bill was passed to be engrossed in 
the exact form in which it came from the 
house, thus obviating the necessity of 
returning for amendments and making the 
enactment of the bill all the more easy. 
Now it remains for the lieutenant-governor 
to see whether or not he should sign the 
bill which confers such immense powers 
upub any one corporation. 

The bringing of Henry N. Bates before 
the bar of the house on Wednesday fore- 
noon was of dramatic interest. The 
sergeant-at-arms, Capt. Adams, tall and 
with twice his usual dignity, led the 
prisoner duwn to the area in front of the 
speaker's desk. The pair remained stand- 
ing during the first part of the proceedings, 
a stenographer being seated close to them 
to catch what the accused had to say. 
Later, while they were discussing what to 
do with him, he sat. The case was not as 
ecmplicated as might have been expected. 
There were two questions: Why he refused 
to auswer two particular quest‘ons of the 
Norfolk county investigating committee; 
and then one more upon each of these, 
Whether he was willing to answer then? 
To the former he replied that he refused 
by advice of hiscounsel. To the latter he 
said that he could not tell his business 
affairs, but he would give the information 
to the committee privately, The house 
seemed to know no distinction of that sort, 
and Speaker Meyer pressed him to answer 
yes or no; when the protests against 
violating the private rights of a man were 
heeded and a substitute question was sub- 
mitted whether he was willing that the 
committee should make public anything 
which he might tell them, which they 
thought to be of public interest. Acting 
under the advice of counsel, he said yes, 
and was discharged from custody. 

The Whitney pipe line bill was passed to 
be enacted in the house early Wednesday 
afternoon and was enacted in the senate 
soon after without opposition, Thus it 
goes to the governor, pushed forward with 
a solicitude which does not often attach to 
public bills. The senate also passed to be 
engrossed the bill for a new south union 
station ip Boston, It was amended in two 
material particulars, but in a way accept- 
able to the railroad companies, and there 
is no doubt that the house will put it 
through in about the same form. This 
legislature seems to be well disposed to 
large schemes of capital, and the fact that 
the railroads and the business men of 
Boston want the bill makes the opposition 
of the South Boston people of compara- 
tively little consequence. The bill is going 
through and those who object to it must 
get it modified if they can, but they cannot 
defeat it. 

The rumors of corrupt influence have 
finally crystalized in a statement of Sena- 
tor Sanger of Suffolk, that in the case of 
the bill to regulate the affairs of the assess- 
ment life insurance companies, which is 
aimed at the Massachusetts Benefit asso- 
ciation and the Bay State Beneficiary 
association, a senator had been offered a 
retainer upon a matter which was to come 
before the senate. So serious a matter as 
this will surely be exposed, if possible, for 
there is no concera about which the mem- 
bers, and the people also, are more sensi- 
tive than their legislative honor, RuLE. 


Boston Museum. 

Tagging close upon the very successful 
heels of the completion of the season of 
1895-06, at the Boston Museum, the regular 
summer season will begin Monday night, 
June 8, with the first presentation on any 
stage of a new nautical operatta, entitled 
‘The Yankee Cruiser,’’ by Fred Miller, 
Jr. It was intended to open this regular 
summer season next Monday night, June 1, 
directly following Mr. Salvini’s engage- 
ment; but a week’s delay will give time for 
putting the auditorium into full summer 
dress, and alterations in this line are ex- 
tensively planned. Several surprises are in 
store for the entertainment of theatre-goers 
between the acts.

Hitherto under the most favor- 
able circumstances only six per cent. of the 
actual potentiality of a given amount of 
coal has been made available, while Prof. 
Jacques experiments have developed 82 per 
cent. A year or two ago, the eminent 
scientist, Prof. Ostwald,declared that when 
the problem of producing electrical energy 
by the direct oxidation of carbon was 
solved, so that the actual output will ap- 
proach that which the process ought theo- 
retically to produce, ‘ we should be on the 
brink of an industrial revolution compared 
with which the invention of the steam en- 
gine would sink into insignificance.” Ex- 
periments thus far have been so satisfac- 
tory that already a syndicate is reported to 
have offered Prof. Jacques $600,000 fora 
six-tenths interest in his discovery, but the 
offer was declined. 


—The first Telegraphic dispatch was sent 
on Friday, 1844, and the advance in the in- 
come of telegraph companies has risen in a 
quarter of a century from $7,000,000 to 
$25,000,000. 


—We are now assured on good authority 
that the flying machine invented by Prof.

—A Whitman floriculturist is being 
laughed at because he planted the con- 
tents of a box of pills in his garden instead 
of seeds, but perhaps, after all, says an 
exchange, that was the best thing he could 
have done with them. 


—By his wholesale condemnation of the 
Grand Army, President Eliot of Harvard 
bas shown himself swayed by defective 
judgment, influenced by erroneous state- 
ments and even guilty of making mis- 
statements on his own part. The loyalty 
of the country is shown by the chorus of 
dissent which has arisen throughout the 
land wherever his remarks have become 
known.—Boston Home Journal.

The Street Railway, 


Editors of the Patriot: 

Referring to the city council meeting as 
reported in your issue of May 23, it is 
wonderful how little idea these counci)men 
have of their own or the people’s rights as 
regards the public streets. Referring to 
the “‘special privilege’ given a few men to 
use our highways, (contrary to our true 
rights), as a roadbed for a private railway. 

Mr. Little said: ‘Street railway com- 
pany was init for money, not as a public 
benefactor.” 

Mr. Claflin: ‘‘Agreed that street rail- 
way people were not ready talkers in large 
bodies not uncommon for committees to 
give hearings. Thought company had al- 
ready got much for nothing, but on the 
other hand street railway was a public 
benefit! ! All business was done for a 
profit !!"’ 

Mr. Badger. ‘Opposed any restriction 
as to fares, Whpuld be different if street 
railway was not eadeavoring to improve its 
service |!" 

All these men are in the Council to 
represent the inhabitants of this city and 
to conserve the city’s rights and public 
property, and not to give away the few 
means of local taxation, (like street rail- 
way franchise), and then cry poverty. 

Messrs. Editors, I respectfully submit 
that the only consistent thing for the 
Council to do, is to begin Now, to regain 
the form of a republic in city affairs, by 
refusing the street railway a new location 
between City Hall and Neponset, and then 
repaving the whole street, (which I pre- 
sume the city hasaright to do without 
asking the street railway company !) and 
including in that re-paving a double track 
electric road complete, which shal! be built 
and owned by the city, and which the 
present company can use for a while under 
proper rental, or can go without a Boston 
connection.

Household Receipts. 


Virernta Batrer Cakes. Pour a 
quart of milk over a quart of sifted meal 
and beat well. Adda teaspoonful of salt 
and three well-beaten eggs, also a little 
melted butter. If not as thin as cream, 
add warm water, and bake on a griddle. 


Boxios. Soak two cups of black-eyed 
beans over night in cold water. In the 
morning, press the beans out of their skins, 
mash them fine in a mortar, add salt and a 
teaspoonful of anise seed mashed fine 
between the hands, add quarter of a cup of 
water and beat along time until foamy 
and very light. Fry by spoonfuls in boil- 
ing lard. 


A Very Fixe Cake. One pound 
each of flour, sagar and butter and eight 
eggs, two pounds each of raisins and cur- 
rants and one-half pound of citron, one- 
half cup of molasses into which d'ssolve a 
pinch of soda, add a little mace, nutmeg, 
cinnamon and cloves and a good glass of 
brandy. Steam it five hours and then set 
it in a stove oven for a half hour. 


Fish Satap. One quart of any kind 
of cold cooked fish, flaked and freed from 
bones and skin ; arrange on a bed of let- 
tuce ; take the yolks of three hard boiled 
eggs and three or four large sardines, with 
bones and skin removed, and mash them 
to a paste; mix this with the salad dress- 
ing and pour over the fish; garnish with 
sliced lemon, the whites of the eggs and

When 
cold fill with the following: Mince fine a 
haif dozen bananas, mix with them a half 
cupful of whipped cream and two table- 
spoonful of pulverized sugar, fill the crusts 
and place a spoonful of the cream on each 
pate,

Mr. C. A. Wood of Massachusetts avenue, 
Boston, is 78 years old, a bale aod hearty 
genileman. He obtained the charter of 
the Dorchester Fire Insurance Company in 
1855, and took out the first policy. The 
other day he took out another policy upon 
his furniture and the number of it was 
116,000. 

Mr. Wood built the first house in 
Neponset east of the railroad and laid out 
that village. Moreover, be was the first 
person to establish the sale of coal and 
wood a Neponset in 1840. 

He also :o'd the land to the Putnam 
Nail Co., for $30,000. 

He erected Wood's Llock at Neponset in 
1860. The hall was dedicated November 
22, 186C and conveyed in 1862. 

He also made the ground plans of the 
Minot school in 1856, and Gridley Bryant 
made the elevation plans, and the school 
was built for less than $8,000. 

Mr. Wood likewise erected the Vendome 
Hotel in Boston in 1870, which cost him 
$519,000.

Charles Francis Adams, 


A SEETCH BY LOUIS CONGDON—NO. 5. 


Mr. Adam3 was not one of those whose} 


nature it is to regard the accident of birth- 
place as a mere nothing, it meant a great 
deal to him, and the attachment he felt 
for the old town, and such as remained of 
the old stock, he was at some pains to 
make manifest. Often he would speak 


of some person or thing appertaining to} 


them, almost with reverence, which I 
confess sometimes caused me to smile, to 
see him so loyal and true. 

The feeling was very strong among the 
stockholders of a desire to testify in some 


fitting manner their estimate of his ser- 
vices, even greater than they know of. 
Money compensation, was not to be 


thought of. Even a gift of any kind 
presented difficulties, The compliment 
they designed him at last was perhaps 
asking of him an additional favor, he 
might so regard it, or as an annoyauce— 
but finally it took that shape.

Ransom, whom Bostonians have not for- 
gotten, his pictures do so abound. 
It is not an ideal portrait. There were

It was such a reflex, as 
one looking in a mirror, iv an idle mood, 
would get of face and figure. 

“How did Mr. Adams like it ?’’ Oh, 


so 80, said but little, 
and left the impression, 
it was not after all, 
failure. 

Now that he isno more, and the lights 
and shadows of his face have grown dim to 
our inner sight, it can do us as good service 
as would one that would have pleased no 
better while he himself was present, 

Greatly as Mr. Adams was liked by 
fellow townsmen of Quincy, there was an 
under current of feeling only too 
and which he acknowledged to me existed. 
A feeling of jealousy of his proprietorship 
and sole command over so large and so 
valuable a part of its landed domain. I had 
often heard it said, that the growth of the 
town had been slow because 
building lots could not be bought. 

This opinion may have been 
entertained, but it was purely supposi- 
tilious, There was always plenty of good 
building Jand that could be bought and 
at low prices, and at compulsory sales 
sv little competition that 
whoever bought made no mistake, as 
[ myself experienced in my own person, 
many a time and oft. 

Mr. Adams was not a monopolist in any 
seuse, nor had design on the part of his 
ancestors caused the conditions which be 
inherited. The Mount Wollaston farm of 
600 acres, was bequeathed to John Quincy 
Adams, by its owner who was his great 
grandfather, maternally, Joho Quincy, 
who was dying when he John Quincy 
Adams was baptised. 

The devise was coupled with conditions, 
in the nature of an entail, the fee passing 
to the oldest son, and it is now held by 
the family of the late Hon. John Quincy 
Adams, son of Charles Francis. This fact 
was well known. 

It was also within the knowledge of all, 
and should have modified opinion, that 
Jobn Adams by will devised considerable 
estates of these ‘* monopolized lands’’ to 
be leased at a low rental for 09 years, the 
income to accumulate in a fund, styled 
the ‘Adams Temple and School Fund," 
to be applied to the endowment of a 
classical school for the youths of Quincy 
and others; allof which has been accom- 
plished since the period of which I write. 

The Pean’s Hill farm had been in the 
family for over 100 years, and was 
valuable as a farm; ap historic spot and 
hallowed by revolutionary memories; yet 
overcoming all pridein the mere possession 
Mr. Adams had caused it to be made 
public that he would sell house lots as 
desired, and he did sell some, but there 
was no eagerness to buy at thattime. 

A highly commendable feature of his 
plan was, also made koown, i.e. That 
the price thereafter should be the same, 
adding interestat 6 per cent. for lapse of 
time. Io thisyear of grace when money 
begs borrowers at 2,3 or 4 per cent., it is 
hardly worth mentioning as one of Mr. 
A.’s virtues that it was the rule of his life, 
not to take over 6 per cent. in any money 
transaction. 1 myself loaned thousands 
for bim at 6 per cent. when he might 
have had 8or9 per cent. with the same 
security. I did in fact make the loans at 
a higher rate, and with his knowledge, but 
the bank bagged all over six. I chailenge 
the ol lest banker in State street to certify 
a companion act to this; but I am very 
much afraid that Mr. A. will have to 
stand alone. 

The same moderation which character- 
ized him in most important matters exer- 
cised its sway in prescribing bounds to his 
love of wealth. Fortune favored him, as 
she has his descendants but it did not make 
him either avaricious or arrogant; nor 
did I ever see in him the slightest dis- 
position to plume himself on being the 
possessor of so great a share of this 
world’s goods, nor was he a very diligent 
student of ways and means to add in- 
crease. Most certainly there was no swell 
por swagger; no splendid living, no palatial

PARSON PLADLEY, 

I. was *‘ meeting time” ig Hudder: fi-ld, 
Massachusetts Bay Colony, on a Sunday 
morning in June, 1676. The fifty or sixty 
log buildings which made up the settle- 
ment stood silent as so many tombs among 
the black stumps of the half cleared fields, 
for every soul in the place from the old 
man of ninety to the youngest child, was 
in the meeting-house on the hill—avery 
soul, that is, except Abner True. 

Abner True, whose father was a deacon 
and tithing man, and counted second only 
to the minister himself in rigid piety, was 
actually playing truant from meeting; and 
this in a village which looked upon 
Plymouth and Weymouth as dangerously 
worldly towns, relaxed in morals and 
manners by over-much prosperity. 

But Abner had worked from sun to sun 
every day of the last week, and knew he 
must dothe same every day of the next 
week and the week after that; for the corn 
was to be hoed, the grass crops got in, and 
a score of o her tasks to be done, 

It seemed to him too hard that, on this 
one day of rest, he should be obiiged to sit 
upon a backless plank bench all the fore- 
noon, if, indeed, he did not find himself 
forced to sit there longer; since Parson 
Pladley, who rarely preached less than 
three hours, sometimes preached four, and 
once or twice bad been known to exceed 


five hours, 

Abner felt sure that the sermon would 
not be ashort one this day, even accord- 
ing to the preacher's ideas of brevity; and 
the more he thought of it the more he 
dreaded it, uutil he became willing to incur 
any punishment forthe sake of escaping 
tbat discourse, 

So when Deacon Amos, with his wife 
and younger children, were ready for meet- 
ing, no Abner could be found. Hidden in 
the little haymow of the rough barn, he 
saw the family depart—his father march- 
ing ahead, equipped with musket, bando- 
leer and powderhorn; for King Phillip and 
his Indians were at war against the whites, 
and no man throughout the colony went to 
field or church without his arms, 

Similar groups, similarly accoutred, 
paced solemnly along toward the rude 
sanctuary upon the bill, until Abner, seeing 
that all Huddersfield had passed, felt that 
he was safe—for the present—and lay 
down upon the soft hay to prepare for the 
sound nap he had so longed for. 

Below old Fly, the farm horse, stamped 
and munched; without, the hens crowed in 
the sunshine, with a drowsy note that 
should have been favorable enough for 
slumber.

Getting Ready to go Away, 


Confusion in ‘* getting ready" to go any- 
where, whether for a day at the beach or a 
summer in Europe, is far less a necessity 
than its general presence would seem to} 
indicate. The cost of getting ready will be 
most easily gotten at, and the trouble of 
getting ready reduced to minimum, by/| 
making out certain lists at the very outset 
of the preparation. The list of things} 
wanted should be divided under two head- | 
ings, the necessities and the things one 
would like tohave. In with the list of 
necessities must be reckoned the traveling 
expenses so far as known, whether they 
are merely the prices of a couple of tickets 
to Nantasket, or a cabin passage and 
servants’ perquisites on a North German 
Lloyd ship. 

The lists of things to be provided grow | 
in astonishing fashion as the days of 
preparation wear away, but the distinction 
between the necessities and the luxuries 
should be closely drawn if skekels are at 
all scarce, 

These lists of wants carefully made in 
the early stages of getting ready, and care- 
fully consulted, will lighten the burden of | 
the provider for the occasion wonderfully. 


They save time, regulate the expenditure 
of money, are helpful in the shopping ex- 
peditions, and prevent the awful turning 
up at the last moment of some forgotten 
must have, when the purse is about or quite 
empty. Along with these lists there shou!d 
be a third, a memorandum of things to be 
done. This list covers the people to be 
seen, the repairs to be made, orders to be 
given, etc. 

From these lists each entry is to be 
crossed off as fast as it is provided for, and 
one’s worry diminishes then as the time 
shortens instead of increasing because of 
the unexpected things to be bought or done 
that keep bubbling to the surface unless 
some effort is made to systematize one's 
preparations, 

The packing should be done among the 
last things before the actual start, usually 
the day before the trunks are to go into the 
not too tender hands of the expressmen. 
The preparations all made, the last day at 
home having arrived, let us see if there 
cannot be some simplification of the gen- 
eral turmoil of getting off, even when there 
are children to dress, and there is no nurse 
maid, Before the packing is begun the 
clothes to be worn on the journey by each 
member of the family should be laid by 
themselves, and see to it that everything 
essential is there from inside to outside. 
Put the outside wraps that will not be 
worn, but must be carried, together with 
umbrellas, waterproofs and rubbers in al 
place by themselves together with one or 
more stout shawl straps; just before the 
start after it is decided for a certainty just 
what wraps are needed to wear, the others 
can be made into long narrow rolls (not 
short, broad ones) ata moment’s notice. 
Rain garments should always be carried 
where they can be easily gotten at, and are 
almost a necessity in this climate in going 
for a single day’s excursion, surely so for 
longer journeys, or if one is going far from 
home, 

When everything to be worn is laid out, 
all for one person in a place, by themselves 
and one or more, as the case may be, re- 
ceptacles are provided for the toilet articles 
that must be used too late and too often to 
go into trunks, and when all the articles to 
be packed are collected, the packing proper 
may be done; it is best done by some one 
person who will know then where to find a 
given article at short notice when it is next 
needed, Uaderclothing and articles that 
pressing cannot injure are best packed in 
the bottom of trunks or boxes ; less room 
is taken up if articles are folded, not rolled, 
and the less they are folded the better ; 
hose and smal! articles fill in corners and 
uneven spaces and should be used to make 
each layer level before another is begun ; 
packing in even layers insures the arrival 
of each article at the journey’s end in 
better condition than when things are put 
in haphazard in hills and valleys. Every- 
thing but dresses, wraps and head wear 
should be packed solidly, the more so the 
better, and the latter should not be given 
room to pitch about in, yet should not be 
pressed or crushed. An easy and admir 
able way to pack dresses is to drive some 
double-headed carpet tacks (the kind used 
for matting, etc.) into the ends of the 
trunks, three or four or more in a row 
above the top layer of underclothing (if the 
same trunks be used for both), lace stout 
cord across, lay one dress on, just above it, 
so that it will not be mussed, drive other 
tacks, make another bed, lay another 
dress, and so on. Dresses should be 
packed right side out, and folded to pre 
serve the natural folds as nearly as pos- 
sible, by holding the skirt by the waist and 
folding just as the drapery falls ; wherever 
it is necessary to fold the skirt lay a roll of 
newspaper crumpled together, 
and wraps with the backs and 
parallel, right side out, and with 
sleeves straight and not folded.

It shows fizures on a screen, either 
singly or in groups, all of life size, and all 
in life-like motion. At Mr. 
hibition, for instance, the figure of a girl 
dressed for a skirt dance was thrown upon 
the screen, A skirt dance was chosen for 
reproduction, because the difficulty of re- 
producing faithfully the movements of the 
dancer with ber yards of skirt and 
drapery would give the machine as severe 
atestas possible.

Notes and Comments. 


—The new electric street railroad at 
Hingham was opened last week to Nan- 
tasket beach; although not fully com- 
pleted. It is fifteen miles long and the 
company has a capital of $145,000. It is 
expected that the connection with the 
Qaincy and Boston, at North Weymouth, 
will be completed by tonight, June 13 ; 
with the exception of the bridge at North 
Weymouth, which passengers will have to 
walk over, 

—The city treasurer of Boston has bor- 
rowed a million dollars in anticipation of 
taxes. 


—Speaker Meyer and _ representative 
Manchester are marked men among the 
newspaper fraternity, Their names will 
not be forgotten in future “‘writing up.’'— 
Hyde Park Times, 


—Tke new soldiers’ monument at Mid- 
dleboro, cost $5,200. It is of dark Quincy 
granite, and is 42 feet high, standing on a 
granite foundation 7 feet deep. 


—The law against boxing exbibitions 
goes into effect on the 20:h of this month, 
after then no public show of this character 
can take place in Massachusetts. 


—It is reported that silver has been 
found on the Alonzo Cheever farm near 
Sheldonville, in Wrentham, A _ small 
quantity of the ore has been sent away to 
be assayed, and several tons will soon 
follow in order to fully determine the cost 
of mining and the full amount of the 
metal per ton of rock. The first experi- 
ment resulted in such a way as to give the 
interested parties encouragement to expect 
a bonanza and the adjoining land owners 
to look for a boom. 


—The city of Lynn bas received a bronze 
medal and diploma from the World's Fair 
commissioners for its exbibition of the 
first iron casting ever made in this country. 
The casting, which is in the form of « ket- 
Ue, was made in 1642 at the Saugus Iron 
Works. It was presented to the city of 
Lynn by John E. Hudson, a descendant of 
Thomas Hudson, the owner of the si‘e of 
the iron works, to whom the casting was 
given. 


—June is the month of roses, when na- 
ture in New England is in the height of 
its beauty. The sun is never brighter, the 
foliage of the trees never greener, the 
flowers never more varied in hue and fra- 
grance, the birds never happier, the land- 
scape never more attractive, the air more 
balmy and inviting. Life certainly is 
worth living amid such enchanting scen- 
ery.

—The deficit for May is nearly four 
millions of dollars. It is safe to say that 
the deficit for the fiscal year ending with 
this month will not fall below thirty mil- 
lions. More than one-half the proceeds of 
the bond sales made under a pretense of 
maintaining a gold standard has been paid 
out to cover deficits. It is a discreditable 
and disgraceful record. 


—Onae of the most novel ideas that have 
been advanced in some time is the sug- 
gestion made by one John S, Brooks, 
that on Jan. 1, 1900, a new division of the 
year, into thirteen months, be instituted, 
This if not so preposterous as most people 
would be likely to consider it at the first 
thought. In a letter to the New York 
Herald Mr. Brooks says that if such a 
division were made, the first twelve months 
would have just 2S days, or four weeks 
each, and the new mcuth 29, to make 365, 
and 30 in leap years, After a few days 
there would be no need toreferto calendars 
as the same day of the week would have 
the same date through the year. If in the 
four years to come this change could be 
adopted by all countries, and Jan, 1 were, 
say, Monday, every Monday would be the 
Ist, 8th, 15.b and 22); every Tuesday the 
2d, 9th, 16th and 23d, and so on throughout 
the year. The changes of the moon would 
be on or about the same dates through the 
year, and many calculations, like interest, 
dates of maturing notes, Easter Sunday, 
and many other important dates would be 
simplified. The proposition has much to 
commend it, and, so far as can be seen, is 
open to few objections, and those only of 
trifling weight.—Mil/ord Gazette.

The Senate has also accepted the report 
of the Norfolk county investigation, A 
motion to reconsider, made by Mr. Sulli- 
van, caused some debate but was refused. 

In his arguments Senator Darling of 
Norfolk said he c nsidered the report the 
most condemnatory that had ever been is- 
sued by an investigating committee. Noth- 
ing further can be done, he said, except 
what can be done by Norfolk county alone. 
The district-attorney bas the authority to 
bring the county commissioners before the 
grand jury if itis thought advisable. He 
pointed out, however, that under the 
statutes commissioners could violate the 
laws without fear of penalty.

President Adams read a letter from 
Jobn O. Hall resigning his office as 
secretary. 

It was voted that the resignation be 
accepted to take effect at the next meeting 
and that a committee of tbree be appointed 
to look up a candidate to fil the vacancy. 

Mr. Wade, who had been engaged to 
Canvass among the business men for mem- 
bers, reported that owing to illness he had 
been unable to do much. He had, bow- 
ever, seen parties at Atlantic, Wollaston 
and Quincy aud bad received promises 
from some to become members. 

An informal talk then followed as to 
what was necessary to be done to increase 
the membership, and to induce manufactur- 
ing industries to locate here, and the gen- 
eral impression seemed to be that lack of 
transportation facilities was a great hin- 
derance. 

President Adams said the Boulevard 
Bill had been signed by the Governor and 
all that remained now was to persuade the 
Park Commissioners that Quincy was a 
proper place to spend a part of the appro- 
priation.

Household Receipts. 


STRAWBERRY SHERBERT. Mash to 
smooth paste one quart of fresh berries, to 
which add the juice of one lemon and 
three pints of water., Let it stand for 
three hours, whep strain it into three 
quarters of a pound of white sugar. Stir 
until the sugar is thoroughly dissolved, 
when strain a second time, and keep in ice 
for a few hours before using. 


Por Pourri. Have a large stone jar 
with a lid, into which throw rose leaves 
fresh from the bushes. Between every 
layer throw a large spoonful of bag salt, 
roughly pounded, Each day when you add 
more flowers, stir with a wooden spoon. 
Afver one month the curing will be 
complete. Transfer the mass to a china 
ju, and spices added, any liquid remaining 
to be poured away, but the mass left wet. 
The spices are: One-half ounce of cloves, 
one-half ounce of cinnamon, one ounce 
allspice, one ounce gum storax, one ounce 
orris root, one dozen grains of musk, a few 
sage Jeaves and some lavender cut small, 
two drams of spikenard, all roughly 
powdered and thrown in with the leaves 
and well mixed. 


STRAWBERRY SANDWICHES FOR DeEs- 
SERT. Four eggs, their weight in sugar, 
butter, and flour, and a pinch of salt. 
Beat the butterto a cream, gradually add 
the sugar and flour, then the well-beaten 
eggs, and beat all together for ten minutes 
longer. Butter a shallow baking tin, pour 
in the batter, and let it bake for twenty 
minutes; let it get cool, spread half the 
cake with a layer of fine strawberries, 
crushed and sweetened; place the other 
balf of the cake on top, press lightly 
together, and cut into finger pieces, then 
ice the top and sides of each. 


STRAWBERRY Foam. Sprinkle a pint 
of capped strawberries with sugar, and set 
them aside in this for an hour, when the 
juice will be found to run freely. Press 
the berries in a sieve and extract all the 
juice, Have ready a half-ounce of gelatine 
soaked in cold water for half an hour; 
add to this three tab!espoonfuls of sugar, 
and heat to the boiling-point. When the 
gelantine is thoroughly dissolved, stir in 
the strawberry juice and the juice of one 
lemon; strain, and when it is cool and 
begins to thicken beat into it a balf pint of 


whipped cream. Set on the ice until 
thoroughly chilled, 
Vermont PuppiInG. Cook two-thirds 


of a cupfal of rice in a quart of milk until 
it is soft. Then add a cupful of cream, a 
piece of butter the size of a small egg, one- 
half a cupful of milk, a cupful of sugar, a 
pinch of salt, a small cupful of raisins and 
one-half teaspoonful of cinnamon. Bake 
slowly about two hours. This can be made 
with milk instead of cream, but more butter 
must be used. Some like it better if the 
cinnamon is omitted.

The Adams are a family of Presidents, 
and Quincy, now known as the “City of 
Presidents’ is proud to bave been the 
birthplace of two Presidents of these 
United States, 

JouN ADAMS, the first Vice President, 
and the successor of Washington in the 
Presidential chair, was born in Quincy 
Oct. 19, 1775. He died July 4, 1826, at the 
age of 91, and his resting place is beneath 
the massive stone pillars of the First 
church in City Square, 

Mrs. ABIGAIL Smiru ApAms, wife of 
Jobn Adams, was born November 11-22, 
1744, at Weymouth. She was severely crit- 
icised by her family and the townspeople 
generally when she decided, at twenty, to 
marry young Adams, but the marriage took 
place in October, 1764. Their children 
were Abigail (Mrs, Colonel Smith), Jobn 
Quincy, (the President), Mary (who died in 
infancy), Thomas Boylston, and Charles. 
Mrs. Abigail S. Adams died Oct. 28, 1813, 
and lies beside her husband, a mural monu- 
ment being erected to their memory in the 
First church, 

Joun Quincy ADAMS, the sixth Presi 
dent of these United States was born in 
Quincy July 11, 1767, in the most southerly 
of the two old houses on Franklin street, 
He was married in 1797 and died Feb. 23, 
1848. 

Mrs. Louisa CATHERINE JOHNSON 
ADAMS was born February 12, 1775. She 
was the daughter of Mr. Joshua Johnson, 
the American consul, and married Presi- 
dent John Quincy Adams at London, July 
26, 1797. She died May 15, 1852. 

CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS, the third 
son of President John Quincy Adams was 
of Presidential timber and often considered 
in connection with the nomination. In 
1848 he was a candidate for Vice President 
on a ticket with Martin Van Buren. He 
was a Representative to Congress and a 
Minister to England. He died Nov. 21, 
1886.

The first commencement exercises of the 
Woodward Institute for girls, which was 
opened two years ago, were held at City 
Hall Wednesday evening, and very interest- 
ing they proved to be. 

The attendance was very large, few if 
any of the 700 seats provided being un- 
occupied. 

A large platform had been erected at the 
head of the hall and here were the seats 
occupied by the pupils of the school. 

On the wall wasabuge bank of ever- 
green, across the centre of which was the 
class motto “En Avant" in large white 
letters, and around the front of the plat- 
form and in front of the balcony were 
branches of ferns and field daisies, while 
beneath the chandeliers on the side walls 
were large bunches of ferns. 

At the right of the platform were the 
seats occupied by the faculty of the school, 
and directly in front of the platform were 
the clergymen comprising the Board of 
Directors. With them sat Rev. H. A. 
Philbrook, Rev. A. F. Roche, and Rev. J. 
H. Yeoman, former members of the board, 
and Mayor C. F. Adams, 2d. 

It was but a few minutes past eight 
o'clock when the pupils of the school, 
some 9) in number, entered the hall from 
the front entrance and marched down the 
centre aisle and took their seats upon ths 
patform. 

The pupils for the most part were 
gowned in light evening costumes witb 
their hair hanging in a braid down the 
back, and the military precision with 
which they marched, and the promptness 
with which they arose to sing, were pleas- 
ing and added much to the fine appearance 
of the school.

The singing of the school was of a high 
order and showed that the teachers had 
succeeded in toning their voices down until 
the quality had become pure and devoid of 
the chillness so often heard in singing by 
school choruses, 

The first three numbers on the order was 
singing and then Mayor Adams introduced 
Merrill E, Gates, LL. D., president of 
Amberst college. 

Prof. Gates took for his subject ‘‘ The 
new education for women, and the old-time 
Graces,”’ 

The speaker handled his subject in a 
masterly manner and held the closest at- 
tention of his large audience for nearly an 
hour. He said in part ‘‘That occasions 
like this remind us that the true theory of 
life refuses to separate art from labor. He 
then referred to Minerva, the Greek goddess 
of Wisdom, who he said was the goddess of 
household industry, with all that was best 
in the highest thought of life, and she 
would have been a good patron of such an 
institution as this. No price was too great 
for us to pay for the best, that the will may 
be made strong for the best achievement of 
justice in the soul, beauty in the body, and 
harmony in the life, It is true then that 
the higher functions of life must find all 
the crowning grounds in the Greek. 

The speakerspoke of the charming Greek 
dialogues and quoted from them at length; 
then continuing he dwelt at length upon 
the study of Greek and the beautiful 
lessons of art that were drawn from them, 
and the ideas from Greek when taken to 
thought and heart can never fail to be of 
benefit to us. The highest object of 
education was for others as well as our- 
selves. It is only as one knows that one 
can enjoy life. 

The thirst for knowledge is nothing new 
for us. It was the beauty of Greek thought 
that furnished the modern natural science 
and reviewed the intellectual light of the 
world. Ignorance must rule or education 
must goon. The manliest man has always 
had much that was womanly in them and 
every true man knows that both ideas are 
before him. The possibilities of the highest 
manhood and womanhood remain to be 
discovered. 

An institution such as this derives its 
power by its diffusion of the beneficial light 
of ideas, and we gain by giving to the 
world ideas. Life becomes more mysteri- 
ous as we advance in education, but we are 
to recognize facts as they come. 

It was no new thing for woman to ac- 
quire broad learning. Within the past 25 
years the world has yielded the fact that 
women have as full right to all the higher 
education as their brothers. 

Beauty and strength are still the war- 
dens of that lofty remembrance, and the 
old time graces of women will hold their 
fway until the new woman comes forward. 
In the faces that men call beautifal there 
must be that light of higher graces, They 
shall open avenues for women to all the 
arts, There is room in the profession and 
down with the barriers. 

The true woman is not manifest when 
woman assumes the manish mode of man. 
Hold to the stately dress of woman and let 
every noble woman carry with her a grace. 
Always true to the supreme and crowning 
grace of woman for character formed 
under the inspiration of truth is force in 
the universe, and always shall the true 
woman be the first to show mercy. 

In closing the speaker gave a poem 
written by his wife upon Minerva. 

Rev. Ellery Channing Butler briefly ad- 
dressed the graduates in bis usual happy 
strain, congratulating them upon having 
honorably completed the course of study. 
The faculty means that your minds should 
have something besides dates and figures, 
which would soon be forgotten. The 
course of study you have passed through 
is intended to train your minds so that 
hereafter you can learn anything you want 
rapidly and easily. Tonight you are re- 
produced into that temple of knowledge 
which shall hereafter be your joy and de- 
light, but this education is nothing but 
what your brothers are having. Your 
hearts and minds are to be trained because 
you are living souls. What man or woman 
is there of you all who wants his daughter 
with a teaspoonful of brains in her pet 
soul, rather than to have a higher concep- 
tion of things like her brother, There was 
never a bright girl that was not a little 
more bright than her bright brother. 
There are no limitations to the higher 
education of women except those estab- 
lished by the most high, and the time is 
coming when she shall have this oppor- 
tunity. This is the commencement night, 
not the end, and when that discipline of 
life comes, it is then you can turn to that 
life of letters, and shall bless the teachers 
who took you into them. 

Mr. Butler then presented the diplomas 
which concluded the exercises.

It is asserted that every 
oleo agent has been doing business under 
bonds, given by the Armours to protect 
them against loss in case of prosecution. 
The company, it is claimed, had carried on 
this business secretly and in defiance of 
the law which was framed to protect firms 
who make honest butter. If the Armour 
concern loses, it will be obliged to pay 
$100 fines for over 17,000 cases of in- 
fringement of law and the fines will ex- 
ceed $1,7' ith 000 akosreher. 


—The difference to protection and 
free trade, so far as the public is concerned, 
is about $155,000,000 a yedr. That is to 
say, for twenty-eight years under a pro- 
tective tariff the public debt of the United

Natural Flavors. 


Every patron of the soda fountain knows 
the bad effect on the stomach of so-called 
artificial flavors. Nature may be imitated 
by the chemist, but there is a point where 
the process must stop. Says a foreign 
drug journal: 

“Chemistry of late has made sad in- 
roads upon the industry of the honey-bee. 
A Belgian chemist states that artifical 
honey has been made, which so closely 
resembles the genuine that it is impossible 
to detect the sophistication either by taste, 
appearance or analysis. Now a German 
chemist asserts that beeswax is also so suc- 
cessfully imitated as to defy detection. 
Truly the bee must feel discourage.” 

There is no reason why the bee should 
feel cast down. The products of its 
industry far outrank those of the chemist, 
While the latter has been able to imitate 
successfully the grosser properties of 
the products of organic life, they lack a 
nameless but potential something. 

For instance: ‘* The synthetic salicylic 
acid made by the chemist closely resembles 
that obtained from oil of winter-green, but 
the former isa dangerous and uncertain 
drug, irritating the stomach and depressing 
the heart, while the latter will produce its 
therapeutic effect without organic friction. 

The ambitious chemist has analyzed 
protopiasm, and carefully put together its 
constituent elements, but he cannot vitalize 
it. There is no honey save that from the 
bee, no salicylic acid save that derived 
from plant life. Not all the power of 
finite intellect can provide a perfect sub- 
stitute forthe handiwork of the great 
chemist, nature.

An important meeting of the City Coun- 
cil was held Monday evening at which 
many public matters came up for consid- 
eration, including sewerage, water, soldiers 
monument, City Hall, Copeland street, 
ete., etc. The PaTri_t gives an extended 
report. 

The absent members were Councilmen 
Pinkham and Cleaves. 

Communication. 

A communication was received from the 
Mayor in relation to the petition which he 
made to the Metropclitan Park Commis- 
sion in relation to the care of that part of 
Randolph avenne which is within the 
boundary line of the Public Reservation. 
The Metropolitan Commission said they 
bad no appropriation for this purpose and 
requested the city to petition the State 
Highway Commission to maintain it. To 
Committee on Streets. 

A communication was received from the 
School board requesting that the heating 
and ventilating systems in the Quincy, 
Coddington, Adams and Washington 
schools, and the old part of the Wollaston 
building be attended to. To Committee 
on Public Buildings. 

The Mayor forwarded a long com- 
munication from the Metropolitan Water 
Commission, in which it was stated that 
the original plans had been changed and it 
was now prepared to build a reservoir on 
Forbes hill with a capacity of 500,000,000 
gallons, and also to erect a standpipe.

Upon motion of Councilman Russell the 
rules were suspended and reports of Com- 
mittees taken up. 

The Committee on Elections reported the 
result of the special election in Ward Six, 
which was accepted. 

Stephen O, Moxon was then sworn in 
and took his seat as a member of the 
Council. 

The Committee on Water Supply re- 
ported an order appropriating $18,000 for 
the purchase of pipe and the extension of 
water mains, Read twice and referred tu 
Committee on Finance.

Councilman Lamb thought he should 
have a license. 

Councilman Geary wanted the commit- 
tee’s reason.

Upon motion of Councilman Anderson 
the report was laid on the table, as was 
also the report of leave to withdraw on 
petition of E. Bacon for a victualler’s 
license.

Public Hearing. 


A public hearing was then held on the 
petition of the Grand Army to remove the 
soldier's monument, now ‘ocated at Mount 
Wollaston cemetery. 

Ex-Councilman Edward Lennon favored 
its removal, He was opposed to the 
present location as the lots in the vicinity 
were damaged by people walking on them. 
It was but justice to those whose names 
were on the menument, and to those who 
still lived, that the monument should be 
placed in some public place where it would 
be an inspiration to the youth. 

Samuel DeForrest was not particular 
where the monument was moved but it 
should be moved where the public could 
see it without going to the cemetery, 
People could not be kept off adjoining lots 
in the cemetery. Interest in Memorial 
day was growing fast and tramping over 
lots and graves cannot be stopped. It 
should not bein a hole where it was now, 

Joseph H. Vogel, chairman of the Board 
of Managers of Public Burial Places was 
called for. Mr. Vogel said there had been 
much complaint from lot owners in the 
vicinity of the monument, otherwise he 
had no particular reason fur wishing it 
moved. His choice would be Wollaston 
park, 

In response to questions, Mr. Vogel said 
there was one stone that was damaged but 
he thought it might be used, as it was a 
carved stone by the addition of another 
stone. He thought the expense of 
taking the monument down, repairing it 
and setting it up again would be between 
$400 and $500, To take out present panels 
and substitute granite would cause more 
expense, The present panels were all 
right. 

Councilman Nickerson asked if after it 
was moved the Grand Army would be sat- 
isfied for the next 25 years, or if it would 
not be better to let that one remain and 
build a new one later, 

Mr. Vogel replied that he would give it 
up, but he thought it would pay to take it 
down. He could not say what land where 
it was now would bring, but there were 
some lots near that were hard to sell on

Councilman Moxon said he had no 
choice in the matter and he only desired to 
enter the protest passed by the Board of 
Trade. 

Councilman Sprague’s motion was then 
carried. 

Councilman Holt doubted the vote.

The report was ac- 
cepted and the order took its second read- 
ing and was referred to the Committee on 
Ordinances, 

The Committee on Finance reported 
ought not to pass on order appropriating 
$18,000 for the paving of Copeland street. 

Councilman Claflin said in reply to ques- 
tion as to the committee’s reasons, that the 
committee thought it was a little opportune 
to pave this year, as a sewer was to be es- 
tablished and the street would have to be 
torn up and then there should te some- 
thing that would require the street railway 
to pay part, and the committee thought the 
street would go another year as it was. 

Councilman Lamb did not think the 
reasons sufficient. At the present rate the 
city was not likely to get a sewer for ten 
years. The street railway would move 
their tracks whenever the street was paved. 
Now was the time it should be done, as the 
street was in a bad condition. 

Councilman Little thought work could be 
done cheaper now. There was no assur- 
ance of a sewer for the next five years. It 
was not economy to keep spending money 
repairing the street. The only additional 
cost when sewer was put in would be the 
relaying of the pavers. 

Councilman Claflin said it was not a 
question of when pavers were cbeap, but a 
qucstion whether this was not one of the 
things that could be postponed, and if so, 
it was wisdom to do it. 

Councilman Lamb said the street is in 
a poor condition. The Commissioner was 
now thinking of making repairs on the 
street if the order did not pass. 

Councilman Geary, hoped that the strect 
would be paved, it was not iu a good 
condition. A large sum of money must be 
spend on it for repairs. It was a street 
used almost as much as Hancock street. 
The wear and tear saved on horses and 
teams would pay the interest on the paving. 

Councilman Field thought the order was 
defective as it did not provide that the 
street railway should pave part of the 
street, or what kind of a rail they should 
use. There was also nothing said about 
abutters paying any part of cost of 


edgestones. It would bea good thing to 
pave the street but with the large amount 
of money that has got to be spent this year 
it should not be done now. Until that 
order gives us some control of the railroad 
he hoped the order would not pass. 

Councilman Lamb said we were not all 
Solomons. He had faith enough in the 
street railway to believe that they would 
change their location if it was granted 
them, and would pave. The order pro- 
vides for edgestones, This was a perma- 
nent improvement and the street was wide 
enough to have the tracks in the centre of 
the street. 

The question was then put on accepting 
the report of the committee, that the order 
ougltt not to pass, 

Councilman Moxon asked to be excused 
from voting.

The vote was doubled and upon a rising 
vote the Council voted 10 to 9 not to ac- 
cept the report cf the committee.

That Ol les Chest. 


No amount of medical advice or injunc- 
tion seems able to make any impression on 
some people, says the Boston Journal of 
Health. Their imaginations are too torpid 
to picture to themselves the processes 
the physician describes. Only 
when, by some magic, they can see sewer 
gas, or the exhalations rising from broken 
garbage, etc., and the disease springing 
| from the germ, will they have any real con- 
ception of the real dangers they so often 
j voluntarily or wilfully incur. At present 
they seem to prefer to attribute disease to 
every conceivable cause but the right one. 

We have to take many things in this 
world on trust, and there should exist on 
the part of the public a disposition to defer 
to the statements of rightful authority. In 
every walk of life we are called upon to 
exercise some degree of faith, and medi- 
cine is no exception, Medical science is 
not perfect, but some things it knows, and 
wheu it makes an assertion with regard to 
matters which have been studied so long, 
so patiently, so keenly, and by so many ob- 
servers, as its subjects have, its word must 
surely be entitled to close obedience. 

When the physician tells the average 
housekeeper that her ice box will be a 
source of danger unless she uses greater 
care, she very likely listens politely, but 
forgets bis injunctions before he is out of 
sight.

It need not long 
be kept as we have described before it is 
When it has 
but slightly changed, it might possibly 
be used by some people with powerful 
digestion without causing uncomfortable 
symptoms, but to feed a baby milk so 
slovenly kept is a sin, and to that grave 
error may be attributed many cases of 
cholera infantum. There is good reason to 
believe, also, that milk, which has under- 
goue changes due to some such faults as 
we have referred to, is the actual cause of 
the majority of cases of cholera morbus. 

The subject of ice chests is one of inf- 
nite importance, and deserves exhaustive 
treatment, It has merely been touched 
upon, and yet epough has been said to 
“set people to thinking.’ I will simply 
add, that there is reason to believe that the 
practically air-tight ice clest will soon be, 
and rightly so, a thing of the past, and it 
will be replaced by ventilated chests, so 
constructed that the air within them will 
be comparatively dry, continuously re- 
newed, and of nearly constant temperature, 
Refrigerators possessing many of these es- 
sential qualities have already been placed 
upon the market, They may well engage 
the attention of experimenters, for the 
health of a family in no slight degree de- 
pends upon its ice chest.

For the street railway cfficials 
and newspaper men from Boston a car 
left. Post Office square, Boston, at 1 45 
and run to Neponset bridge where a change 
of cars was made and in 55 minutes from 
the time of starting the gentlemen were 
landed in City square, Quincy. 

Here a stop of a few minutes was made 
to enjoy the hospitality of the Quincy & 
Boston, who served refreshments in the 
directors’ room and drank toasts to the 
Hingbam street railway and the press. 

The two gaily decorated Hingham cars 
which were in waiting were then taken 
and with three cheers the start for Nan- 
tasket was made, 

Among the Quincy party were Council- 
men Bryant, Nickersun, Lamb, Hayden, 
Little aud Rideout, Commissioner Koowl- 
ton, Overseer of the Poor Bass, Clerk of 
Council Spear, George W. Prescott of the 
Parnior, Charles A. Belcher, Editor 
Huxford of the Randolph Register, Editor 
Green of the Advertiser, E. F. Porter, J. 
W. Rideout, Arthur T. Spargo, George T. 
Magee, President Grabam, Superintendent 
Weeks, Roger H. Wilde, Thomas H. 
McDonnell, J. F. Merrill, Dr. W. A. 
Drake, John A, Duggan, and A. G, Burn- 
ham of the street railway. 

The run to East Weymouth was made in 
35 minutes aud here several public spirited 
citizens exploded quantities of fireworks, 

From East Weymouth to the Hingham 
depot the run was made in 18 minutes, 
Arriving at the Hingham depot the Quincy 
cars took a spin over the line toward South 


Hingham going as far as Liberty Pole hill, 
the only stop being at the residence of 
Hon. J. O Burdett, where more refresh- 
ments were served. 

From South Hingham the run was made 
to Broad Bridge again, and from there to 
the power house where a stop of a few 
minutes was made to inspect the plant. 
Then the cars were again taken, the next 
stop being atthe Ocean View house, at 
Nantasket, at which point the excursionists 
from Brockton way were met; also some 
gentlemen who had come all the way by 
electrics from Bridgewater. 

After washing off a little of the dust 
that had accumulated dinner was an- 
nounced and in a few minutes the four 
hundred were busily at work upon an 
exce/lent shore dinner, to which all did 
ample justice. 

The Quiucy & Boston had brought one 
of their own cars down to bring the Quincy 
people home, and afew minutes before 7 
o'clock the homeward start was made, 

Just as Conductor Austin had given the 
signal to go, a hand organ man was sighted 
and he was taken aboard, and there was 
ope continuous strain of music all the way 
home; several of the gentlemen in the 
party taking a hand at the crank witha 
proficiency which led the others to think 
that they bad been there before. The hat 
was passed twice during the trip and the 
hand organ wan was five dollars richer by 
his trip. 

All went well uotil the Hingham depot 
was reached, when in passing over a newly 
laid piece of track that had not been com- 
pleted, the car jumped the track causing a 
delay of half an hour. 

This gave Rev. Fr. Roche, who resides 
directly opposite, an opportunity to shake 
hauds with several of his Quincy friends, 
who were in the party. 

This slight accident was the only event 
to mar the homeward trip and Quincy 
centre was reached shortly before 9 o'clock. 

The Hingham company certainly have a 
fine piece of track and everybody was loud 
in their praises of it; and of the hospitality 
extended the party by its officials.

The Malt Extract Case. 


The case against A. G. Durgin of 
Quincy, for keeping a common liquor 
buisance came up in Quincy court, Tues- 
day. Louis A. Cook, Esq, of Weymouth 
appeared for the government and J. W. 
McAnarney for the defence. 

Senry H. Faxon was the first witness. 
He testified to buying Durgin’s malt ex- 
tract at his store. Asked for another kind 
but took Dargin’s. Sent it to Mr. Sharpless 
and had it analyzed. Bought sume May 
16 and paid 17 cents per bottle. May 9% 
from 200 to 250 bottles of the extract were 
displayed in the show window. He started 
to read a memorandum of the placard with 
the bottles but there was objection. As 
near as he could remember it said ‘ Dar- 
gin’s Malt Extract, 17 cents per bottle, 
$1.75 per dozen.” At a later date was 
added the words “Not a beverage’’ and 
“Ask your doctor about it.” 

Cross examined—Placards were promi- 
nently placed. Couldn’t tel! when addi- 
tion was made to placard without memo 
randum, Couldn’t swear to dates of pur- 
chase without memoranda, 

Dr. Sharpless, the next witness, said he 
received the bottle from Mr. Faxon by ex- 
press April 30. Objection was made tothe 
words “from Mr. Faxon” as be had no 
personal knowledge and they were ruled 
out, Bottle was accompanied by certifi- 
cate as required by law, which he read. 

Objection was made to putting in the 
avalysis as there was some question as to 
the bottle he analyz*d being the one pur- 
chased. ‘ 

Mr. Faxon) was recalled and said the 
bottle he purchased was forwarded by 
Gallagher's express. 

Dr. Sharpless said the analysis showed 
594 per cent. alcohol. He sampled a 
bottle of Durgin’s malt in court and said it 
was very similar. He was asked if it was 
similar to porter, to which objection was 
raised, but the question was admitted. 
He said porter was made from malt, and 
this beverage has the same color and flavor 
and about the same amount of malt and 
solids. 

Cross examined, he said it resembled 
malt extracts. Ordinary porter was often 
sold as malt extract. ‘This resembles 
porter more closely than other malts. 


Mr. Cook asked if there was any reason | 


why this beverage could not be used as a 
beverage ? 

Objection was raised, but it was ad- 
mitted, 

Witness had drank half 4 bottle aud 
found it a very refreshing beverage. 

Charles A, West of Somerville, a whole- 
sale druggist of Boston, said he handled 
Durgin’s malt, Did not sell as large 
quantities as some others. Was manu- 
factured in Pittsfield, Bought of Mr. 
Durgin as representing manufacturers. 
Gillett & White, the manufacturers, con- 
signed to us. Have advertised as agents 
for Durgin’s malt. Could not say in how 
many papers. Produced entries of orders. 


Didn’t remember any store sale of Durgin’s | 


malt, 

Cross examined—Goods were shipped to 
purchasers, 

J. F. Merrill of Quincy was the next wit- 
ness. Had purchased malt extract of Mr. 
Durgin. Couldu’t fix first purchase, might 
have been three months ago. Made sub- 
sequent purchases but could not tix them. 

Cross examined—Kept also proprietary 
and family medicines. 

F. F, Prescott certified to the publica- 
tion by Mr. Durgin of advertisements of 
malt extract in the Quincy Dairy 
LEDGER 

Charles H. Winslow, of Winslow's 
express was called, Witness was questioned 
as to orders for malt extract but counsel 
for defense objected and it was ruled out. 

Samuel E. Oxford, clerk at Dargin’s 
store, testified be had delivered malt 
extract but had received no money for it. 

Cross-examined, witness said he had 
sold it for medicinal purposes and as far as 
he knew it was sold for that purpose only. 

The government case closed here, and no 
evidence was submitted by the defence. 

McAnarney claimed in his argument that 
the question was whether this came ucder 
the probibitory law, which he claimed it 
did not, as it was sold fur medicinal 
purposes, He assumed it was not sold as 
a beverage. There was nothing in the law 
to prohibit the sale of malt extract for 
medicinal purposes and there was no 
evidence that it had been sold for other 
purposes, 

Mr. Cook said the question gets to this, 
that the malt extracts are sold very largely 
as a beverage and there was no doubt in 
this case that there had been a violation of 
the law. 


The court said it was no argument that 


it was sold asa medicine. According to 
Mr. Sharpless this might as well be called 
porter.as malt. It was a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that this was sold in large 
quantities as a beverage. 

The court found the defendant guilty 
and imposed a fine of $50. Appeca'ed. 


Double Service Fall River Line.
